NEW YORK DRUG BULLETIN. 
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NEW EXPORT COMPLICATIONS. 


The conditions affecting our neutral 
shipping rights have undergone more 
critical developments within the last 
few days and subject our export trade 
to new and unprecedented complica- 
tions and hazards. Our oversea com- 
merce had lately attained gratifying 
measures of improvement, with hope- 
ful indications that it would redound to 
lasting advantage. Its present benefits 
had at least the credit of helping to 
compensate for the curtailment in 
many lines of domestic activities. It is 
still too early to attempt to gauge the 
effect of the harsher restrictions upon 
the foreign movement of our usual 
commodities, as inquiries in the lead- 
ing shipping quarters here disclose a 
wide diversity of opinion on prevailing 
conditions. Definite terms and condi- 
tions are yet difficult to establish, but 
material advances are reported in war 
risk insurance rates over the figures 
noted in the previous issue of the Re- 
porter, which advances are calculated 
to more than offset any relaxation in 
general freight rates, due to less urgent 
demand for accommodations. 

It is significant of the Reporter’s in- 
terests that among the first results of 
Germany’s more determined policy 
against merchant marine has been the 
reported crippling of a Norwegian 
steamer in the English Channel bound 
with a cargo of oil from New Orleans 
to Amsterdam. The ownership of the 
vessel or the oil had not been traced at 
this writing. Almost at the same time 
of the news of this mishap, advices re- 
ceived at the State Department at 
Washington told of the seizure by the 
British at Malta of the British steam- 
ship Oneka, chartered by the Standard 
Oil Company and en route to Grecian 
and Bulgarian ports with a cargo of 
oil. The dispatch stated that the oil, 
ostensibly for Bulgarian railroad use, 
was suspected to be destined for Tur- 
key. The vessel was permitted to pro- 
ceed to its Greek destination to dis- 
charge the cargo consigned to that 
country, with the understanding that it 
would return to Malta for prize court 
determination. 

The principal activity in the export 
trade in the Reporter’s fields has lately 
been in mercury, formaldehyde, car- 











bolic and oxalic acids, arsenic, as well 
as in many of the narcotic, anaesthetic 
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disinfectant and anodyne drugs. It is 
related that on a recent attempt to se- 
cure accommodations for the shipment 
of 4,000 tons of sulphuric acid for 
Havre a basis of $100,000 was named, 
which naturally precluded the closing 
of the engagement. High freight rates 
in many of the Reporter’s items re- 
strict what otherwise would be good 
opportunities for the foreign trade. For 
shipment of cottonseed oil to Venice 
100 shillings per ton was named within 
the last few days, which rate worked 
out to the equivalent of about $4.85 per 
barrel of 400 pounds, barring the trans- 
action. Two of the local chemical 
houses with English affiliations are re- 
ported to have purchased two vessels 
on the assumption that they would be 
employed in the transportation of ma- 
terials between this country and Eng- 
land. Confirmation of this report was 
not obtained in either of the interested 
quarters. 





OKLAHOMA PETROLEUM LEGIS- 
LATIVE TUILS. 


The mid-continent petroleum indus- 
try seems to be working out its evolu- 
tion through the most critical legisla- 
tive stages in its history. Within the 
last week the so-called ‘‘conservation” 
bill, passed by the Oklahoma Legisla- 
ture, was signed by Governor Williams. 
As a law, it is regarded by Oklahoma 
producers as probably one of the most 
drastic enactments affecting the indus- 
try. Its purpose may be summarized 
as vesting absolute authority in the 
State corporation commission to regu- 
late the production of oil on a pro rata 
basis determined by the actual daily 
requirements of buyers. On theory this 
means of apportioning production was 
calculated to limit it within the safest 
economic bounds, operating not only to 
the advantage of the crude market 
from the producers’ viewpoint but to 
the best conservation of the natural 
resources as well. 

The act has been most susceptible 
to criticism by members of the Okla- 
homa industry by reason of its almost 
unrestricted delegation of power to the 
corporation commission, putting at 
stake some of the most vital and fun- 
damental phases of the industry. The 
record of the commission last year is 
far from assuring the most creditable 
and beneficial results from the opera- 
tion of the new “conservation” law. 
The slipshod and vacillating methods 
by which the production, transporta- 
tion and marketing of crude oil in 
Oklahoma were attempted to be regu- 
lated under presumed State control 
during the most threatening stage of 
Cushing developments will be keenly 
recalled as provoking some of the bit- 
terest incidents in the State’s industry. 
The corporation commission at that 
time evidenced its inability to restore 
anything like order out of the ruling 
chaos and proved its consummate lack 
of practical and economic grasp of the 
contending conditions. The same disre- 
gard of reasonable operation is shown 
in that provision of the new “‘conserva- 
tion” law which fails to allow a pro- 
ducer who may have his own refinery 
any excess of crude oil over the pro- 
rated stipulation to satisfy his individ- 
ual requirements. As it is explained by 
our correspondent, if a producer own- 
ing a refinery is restricted to 600 barrels 
a day and his consumption is 1,000 bar- 
rels a day, he must look to other pro- 
ducers to make up the balance of 400 
barrels. This phase of the act has 
raised a reasonable question as to 
whether it does not violate a consti- 
tutional right and leading interests 
have signified their determination to 
make an early test in the courts. There 
may be a measure of satisfaction in 
the announcement that the corporation 
commission is not disposed to attempt 
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to enforce the law until its constitu- 
tionality has been tested. 

Another bill now before the Okla- 
homa Legislature is regarded as strik- 
ing more radically at the industry than 
the “conservation” act. This provides 
for the segregation of pipe lines and 
production, going much further in its 
economic shortsightedness than the at- 
tempted regulation of pipe lines as dis- 
tinct common carriers by Congress. 
The Oklahoma measure, if passed and 
enforced, would work a hardship upon 
many of the refiners in the mid-con- 
tinent field who in the natural develop- 
ment of their business have been en- 
couraged to build their own pipe lines 
and acquire their own production. The 
effect of such a law would be all the 
harsher in the joint enforcement of the 
“conservation” act, making any refiner 
owning his own production dependant 
upon other producers for the differ- 
ence between his pro-rated quantity 
and the amount of his-refining needs. 
There is apparently no phase of the 
bill seeking to divorce the pipe line 
from production which can be urged to 
its practical or economic advantage. It 
may find a measure of superficial sup- 
port on the theory of striking against 
a movement of merging business inter- 
ests, but even if this acedemic view- 
point could be justified on the slightest 
ground, the bill would still represent a 
over-reaching tendency of State legisla- 
turés to subject honorable business in- 
terests to burdensome regulation for 
the sake of fancied and abstract ends. 

No better illustration of the unset- 
tlement of the Oklahoma petroleum in- 
dustry could be given than a compari- 
son of crude market values. On Feb- 
ruary 2, 1914, there was an advance 
from $1.03 to $1.05; on February 15, 1915, 
the price was reduced from 45 to 40 
cents and prospects are for a further 
decline. There is reasonable justifica- 
tion for the serious depreciation in the 
uncontrollable of the Cush- 
ing field, causing an overproduction to 
operate to the discredit of the country’s 
industry. Oklahoma producers have 
had to bear many burdens of natural 
origin, but against these heavy odds 
the purport of State legislation should 
be inherenely helpful rather’ than 
academically harassing. 
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COMPARISONS OF OUR EXPORTS 
BY COUNTRIES. 


Supplementing the comparisons of 
the import and export statistics con- 
cerning the Reporter’s trades for the 
last two years in the previous issue, 
the records of the distribution of prin- 
cipal exports by countries afford a 
basis for interesting consideration. 
Mineral oils present first claim for at- 
tention on account of their important 
relationship to our trades. Comparing 
the details of illuminating oil exports, 
comprising more than fifty per cent. of 
the general total, one may be im- 
pressed with the fact that the three 
leading fields of foreign consumption 
in 1913 registered decreased require- 
ments of this product last year, the 
United Kingdom by 156,754,206, against 
187,828,433 gallons; the Netherlands by 
137,593,350, against 155,496,882 gallons, 
and Germany by 39,358,058, against 
86,118,348 gallons. The United King- 
dom and the Netherlands retain first 
and second places in the 1914 returns, 
but Germany has been set back from 
third rank in 1913 to seventh place in 
1914. Japan became the third impor- 
tant outlet for our illuminating oil 
last year, with a total of 107,818,222 
gallons, as against 81,202,369 gallons in 
1913, while China’s requirements were 
increased from 83,791,420 to 91,430,759 
gallons. The most creditable gain 
among the European countries has 
been in France, taking 63,140,502 gal- 
lons last year, aS compared with 57,- 
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449,319 gallons in 1918. The 1914 Bel- 
gium exports represented the greatest 
European loss, 29,109,083 gallons, as 
against 58,811,242 gallons in 1913. Our 
share of last year’s South American 
illuminating oil trade was much less 
creditable than previously, heavy 
losses in the principal consuming 
countries far overbalancing the only 
slight gain in Chile. Brazil, the main- 
stay of South American exports, de- 
clined from 87,072,920 to 27,360,874 
gallons, while Argentina, of next im- 
portance, imported but 13,601,695 gal- 
lons, as against 21,464,883 gallons for- 
merly. 
Comparisons of the distribution of 
gasoline exports for the last two years 
are of more than the usual interest 
view of the part this product has 
played in consumption associated with 
the war. Of the eleven countries speci- 
fied, all but four recorded gains in 
1914 imports. The United Kingdom 
took the lead in last year’s returns 
With 36,023,611 gallons, as against 14,- 
150,166 gallons in 1913. Canad., first in 
the 1913 record with 37,509,535 gallons, 
fell to second rank last year with 33,- 
457,063 gallons. France has been a 
more aggressive factor in the 1914 con- 
sumption, increasing its imports from 
10,634,203 to 32,367,031 gallons. The only 
Serious loss last year was in our ex- 
ports to Brazil, in which is shown a 
loss from 11,227,999 to 3,220,967 gallons. 
There was comparatively little change 
in the relation of the foreign fields of 
our lubricating-oil trade in the 1914 re- 


in 


turns. The United Kingdom main- 
tained first place with an increase 
from 61,556,210 to 63,411,439 gallons. 


France kept second rank, but with a 
decreased volume, 20,637,262, as against 
22,197,986 gallons Substantial gins 
were made in shipments to Italy, from 
6,685,584 to 10,745,162 gallons, and to the 
Netherlands, from 11,303,761 to 14,219,051 
gallons. Germany’s 1914 imports ap- 
pear to greatest disparagement, 10,733,- 


165 gallons, comparing with 26,480,507 
gallons in 1913. 
There have been some _ radical 


changes in the relation of our cotton- 
seed oil exports during the last two 
years. The Netherlands, which held a 
formidable lead in 1913 with 60,406,669 
pounds, fell to third place in last year’s 
record, having decreased its imports 
to 30,845,190 pounds. This loss is al- 
most compensated by the heavy gain 
in United Kingdom shipments in 1914, 
51,329,166 pounds, as against 32,165,369 
pounds formerly. Serious declines are 
noted in Italy, from 26,347,925 to 11,816,- 
963 pounds; in Mexico, from 12,153,973 
to 6,347,683 pounds, and in Germany 
from 13,268,768 to 3,764,244 pounds. 
Austria-Hungary, which has recently 
recognized our claim for a fair share 
of the country’s cottonseed oil trade 
by a reduction in the duty from forty 
to fifteen kronen per one hundred 
kilos, was credited with imports of cot- 
tonsed oil of 2,455,953 pounds in 1914 
and 5,776,400 pounds in 1913, but these 
amounts, it is generally accepted, rep- 
resent arrivals at the free port for re- 
shipment to other countries, prac- 
tically none of the oil being actually 


entered for Austro-Hungarian con- 
sumption. 
Details of naval stores exports by 


countries reflect general discredit upon 
the 1914 records. Among the fourteen 
specifications for rosin were but two 
gains, Belgium and the other Europe 
grouping, while Canada and Brazil 
were the only countries to show in- 
creases among nine classifications of 
spirits of turpentine exports. Ger- 
many maintained first place in the 
1914 rosin table with 464,503 barrels, 
but its share in the 1913 trade 
amounted to 701,567 barrels. The 
United Kingdom, our next important 
outlet for rosin, reduced its imports’ 
from 608,057 to 389,831 barrels. There 
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was a heavy loss in the United King- 
dom’s requirements of turpentine, 2,- 
392,830 against 4,420,538 gallons, but it 
held its lead in last year’s record. 
The Netherlands, having second rank 
in the last two years’ exports of tur- 
pentine, showed a decline from 4,420,- 
5388 to 2,392,830 gallons. 

Other significant comparisons are the 
in shipments to Belgium, by 
503.515 against 1,435,200 gallons, and to 
1,756,523, against 3,552,801

ous losses in flaxseed cake and meal 
imports last year, the Netherlands, 
from 393,141,960 to 305,605,658 pounds; 
Belgium, from 371,545,879 to 168,482,535 
pounds; France, from 35,920,552 to 4,- 
940,559 pounds, and the United King- 


dom, from 54,593,083 to 6,625,620 pounds. 

Of remaining interest relating to our 
trades are the comparisons of paraffin 
wax exports. The United Kingdom, 
our principal outlet, decreased its re- 
quirements frem 95,755,143 to 88,361,836 
pounds. Italy rose to second rank in 
the 1914 record by a gain to 28,609,892 
from 17,364,622 pounds. The heaviest 
losses are in Africa, from 28,347,240 to 
2,215,984 pounds; in Germany, from 10,- 
130,410 to 2,918,689 pounds, and in Mex- 
ico, from 20,914,372 to 9,216,906 pounds. 





Export Data Publicity Suspension 
Order Annulled. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Feb. 19, 1915. 
An order issued by the Treasury De- 
partment in Treasury Decision 34868, pro- 
mulgated on October 28, 1914, in regard to 
suppressing information as to manifests 
of outgoing cargoes in the export trade 
of the country, has been annulled by for- 


mal order issued by Secretary McAdoo 
of the Treasury Department. 

In this order cancelling the decision 
given on October 28, Secretary McAdoo 


states that:— 

In this order canceling the decision given on 

Treasury Decision 34868, relative to the 
making public of information regarding out- 
going cargoes and the destination thereof, is 
hereby revoked and collectors of customs may 
permit publication of such information relative 
to outgoing cargoes as was permitted prior to 
the said instructions. 

It is an interesting fact that the only 
explanation ever given by the Treasury 
officials regarding the promulgation of 
the original order suppressing the publi- 
cation of this information was that it 
was based upon requests made by promi- 
nent exporters in New York and else- 
where, who expressed the opinion that 
the withholding of information regarding 
outgoing cargoes and destinations would 
prevent the stoppage and detention of 
ships destined for European ports. 

Now the explanation given regarding 
the annulling of the former order is that 
exporters have advised the Treasury De- 
partment that they do not care to have 
the information regarding their outgoing 
cargoes and manifests and destinations 
kept from the public, and, in fact, they 
would welcome the making public of such 
information and would take pains to 
give out the information themselves. 

This latter statement is in line with 
the information that has been before the 
department for some time, and the Treas- 
ury officials have been impressed with 
the fact that the suppression of such in- 
formation did not have the effect to in- 
duce warships of the belligerents detain- 
ing and examining manifests and outgo- 
ing cargoes; moreover, it was disclosed 
in departmental correspondence that the 
suppression of the information had the 
effect to throw all outgoing cargoes un- 


der suspicion as containing contraband 
goods destined to enemy country. 
The present order of Secretary Mc- 


Adoo annulling the former order and per- 

mitting the publication of facts regard- 

ing exports is dated February 12, 1915.

President Adams Back from Europe. 


AMERICAN LINSEED COMPANY'S HEAD 
REVIEWS SHIPPING SITUATION. 


The shipping situation is a factor of 
the greatest influence upon most of the 
industrics of Europe, and is likely to re- 
main so as long as the war continues. 
This opinion was voiced at an interview 
with a representative of the Reporter by 
R. H. Adams, president of the American 
Linseed Company, who recently returned 
from a trip to England. In discussing 
the question of supply and demand for 
the European fiaxseed and linseed oil 
markets, Mr. Adams referred to the fact 
that during January seed shipments from 
the producing countries were much small- 
er tham normal. He also stated that 
¥hile demand for linseed oil had been 
adversely affected by the slow position 
of the consuming trades, there had been 
a marked increase in its consumption for 
edible purposes. Oil is now worth around 
a dollar a gallon in Germamy, said Mr. 
Adams, and in Holland and other parts 
of Europe prices likewise are very high. 
which shows that these markets are not 
obtaining sufficient supplies. Seed ship- 
ments to Europe have not been large 
enough to satisfy consuming demands, 
and the result is that surplus stocks, both 
of seed and oil, have been drawn upon 
to make up the deficiency. 

Complications in shipipng, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Adams, so far overshadow all 
other factors, at least as far as European 
trade is concerned, that he regards this 
point as deserving of the greatest atten- 
tion. In analyzing the situation, which 
he believes will become worse rather 
than better, Mr. Adams divides the mat- 
ter into three heads—the scarcity of ton- 
nage, the scarcity of labor, and the con- 
gestion at leading ports. 


Scarcity of vessels is of first impor- 


tance, because it is least susceptible to 
immediate or early improvement. The 
following figures, as compiled by Mr. 


Adams, furnish rather startling, but con- 
vincing proof that the scarcity of vessels 
has not been exaggerated :—

It takes two ships to do the work 

formerly done by one, therefore

Congestion at ports, delays in loading 
and unloading, and other complications 
will make clear why it now requires two 
ships to do what one ordinarily can ac- 
complish. Reduced to its simplest 
terms, this means that there is now avail- 
able a tonange of 12,500,000 to meet re- 
quirements normally demanding a ton- 
nage of 40,000,000. 2 
Searcity of labor is one of the main rea- 
sons why a vessel can now do only about 
one-half the work it can do ordinarily. 
It is apparent that valuable time must 
be lost if a vessel is held for weeks, as 
is the case at certain European ports, be- 
fore Gock hands can be obtained to un- 
lead its cargo. These laborers are re- 
ceiving about twice the wages usually 
earned by them, and as a class they can- 
not stand prosperity, so that many of 
them refuse to work a full week when 
they can make enough to satisfy them in 
half thal time. ‘ 
Congestion of vessels at the ports is 
worse than generally imagined on _ this 
side. To this condition scarcity of labor 
has contributed, but even if sufficient 
men were found to unload the vessels 
promptly the defect would be but partly 
remedied. The main trouble consists in 
the fact that there are not enough ports 
open to commerce. In Great Britain, out- 
side of London, Liverpool, Hull, Leith 
and Belfast, the ports are closed, and 
the commerce which ordinarily was di- 
vided among numerous ports is now, per- 
force, diverted to the ones which are 
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open. Hence there are mot docking fa- 
cilities enough to acommodate these ves- 
sels, and they are compelled to wait for 
protracted periods before they are re- 
lieved of their cargoes. As an instance 
of this Mr. Adams cites the case of ves- 
sels which arrived in London around the 
middle of December, and which at the 
time of his departure from London on 
January 26 were still held in the Thames 
waiting for a chance to dock. What is 
true of British ports also applies to a 
greater or less extent to those of France 
aud other European countries, 
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National Fertilizer Convention. 


At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the National Fertilizer As- 
sociation it was unanimously decided to 
hold the twenty-second annual conven- 
tion at the Homestead, Hot Springs, Va., 
July 15 and 14, 1915. It is believed that 
the Southern Fertilizer Association will 
hold its annual meeting on Monday, July 
12. at the same place. 

The Middle West Soil Improvement 
Committee of the National Fertilizer As- 
sociation will hold its meeting at the 
same place on Friday and Saturday, July 
16 and 17. ’ 

With Thursday, July 15, devoted to spe- 
cial committee meetings and the national 
Association golf tournament, practically 
the entire week at the Homestead, Hot 
Springs, will be of interest to the fertil- 
izer manufacturers and the allied trades.

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Another Paint Bill in Pennsylvania.

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 16, 1915. 

Another ‘pure paint’’ bill, defining 
paint, to prevent deception in the sale of 
paint, to provide for true labels and ad- 
vertising of paint whem offered for sale 
and for the enforcement of the meas- 
ure’s provisions by the Secretarv of Ag- 
riculture was offered in the House of 
Renresentatives by Thomas F. McNichol, 
of Philadelnhia. 

The word “‘paint’’ in this hill means any 
material intended to be apnlied by brush- 
ing or spraying for the purpose of pro- 
ducing an ornamental or protective coat- 
ing. The labeling with any false state- 
ments as to the ingredients of paints so 
as to tend to deceive the purchaser as 


to the nature of its composition is de- 
clared to be a misdemeanor, and for each 
offense, upon conviction, the violator shall 
be fined not more than $25 for the first 
otfense and not more than $100 for sub- 
sequent offenses. 

The label shall clearly and distinctly 
state the name and location of the manu- 
facturer or the distributor, the quantity 
contained in the package in United States 
standard gallons or fractions, if sold by 
measure, or by we it avoirdupois, if 
sold by weight. Plain, legible English 
type shall be used. 

The bill prohivits the sale of falsels 
advertised paints or any paints contain- 
ing misleading information. Having in 
possession paint that is not properly 
labeled is considered a violation of the 
provisions of the measure, although paint 
on hand when the act becomes effective, 
January 1, 1916, is not affected. 
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Drug and Chemical Club Election. 


As no opposition to the regular ticket 
developed at the election of governors 
prior to the annual meeting of the Drug 
and Chemical Club of New York, held in 
the clubrooms at 100 William street last 
Thursday, the following members of the 
Board of Governors were unanimously 
chosen:—For the term ending February, 
1918, Albert I. Stearns, Franklin Black, 
Henry Fletcher, Joseph FE.

1916, James W. McCulloch and A. S. Mur- 
ray. Following the election the custom- 
ary business meeting was held. 

The annual report submitted by the 
Board of Governors showed the club to 
be in a flourishing condition. 

The Board of Governors will meet this 
week, and after effecting organization 
will elect officers for the ensuing year. 

The repnort of the Board of Governors 
stated that, notwithstanding the strenu- 
ous year passed, the club is most pros- 
perous and has never been in such a 
satisfactory condition. Continuing, the 
report said:—‘‘This success in all the de- 
partments is due to the hard amd intelli- 








gent work of the committees, marshaled 
by their efficient chairmen, who have 
done yoemen’s work and should receive 


the everlasting thanks of the members. 
That the addition of the service charge 
has been a wise one is clearly shown by 
a profit instead of a deficit, such as was 
noted before this charge went into ef- 
fect. The membership, with the end of 
the fiscal vear, embraces 468 resident and 
247 non-resident members. We now call 
upon the members for individual effort to 
complete the club roll within the coming 
year. From the subscriptions to the art 
fund we have added a fine oil painting, 
entitled ‘Snow and Steam,’ which is an 
additional adornment to the club assem- 
bly room.”’ 

The report of the treasurer, Albert M 
Zest, set forth a revenue of $30,845.02 for

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Bill to Make Violation of State Cocaine 


Law a Misdemeanor. 


retaliation for the ef- 
forts of the backers of the Hamilton- 
Fertig and Evans bills. which seek to 
amend the Boylan, or New York State, 
opium-chloral sales restriction law by 
making violation thereof a felony, in- 
stead of a misdemeanor, as at present. a 
measure known as the Feinberg bill, 
whose introductory number is ‘‘Assem- 
bly 532." has just been introduced into 
the lower house of the State Legislature 
for the purpose of making violation of 
the Walker cocaine law a misdemeanor, 
instead of a felony. 

The Feinberg bill, which has been re- 
ferrel to the Assembly’s Committee on 
Codes, provides as follows:— 

The People of the State of New York, rep- 
resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows:— 

Section 1. Subdivision ‘‘g’’ of section 1746 
of the Penal Code is hereby amended to read 
as follows:— 

(gz) Any person who shall sell, offer to sell, 
furnish, dispose of or give away alkaloid co- 
caine or its salts or alpha or beta eucaine or 
their salts or any mixture, compound, solution 
or product of which cocaine or eucaine or their 
salts may be an ingredient, except under the 
conditions and to the persons authorized by 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Any dentist, veterinarian or physician who 
shall dispense such substances to a_ patient 
without issuing the certificate required by 
paragraph (a) to be made and issued by him 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, Any drug- 
gist or pharmacist who shall fill any prescrip- 
tion issued in violation of this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect Septem- 
er 915. : F 
, The Tahet offered for the introduction 
of this measure is that the criminal au- 
thorities now believe it will be much 
easier to obtain convictions under the 
cocaine law wher ‘he penalty for viola- 


Seemingly like 
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tion is lighter and is made a 
meanor, instead of a felony. 
When cocaine sales restriction legisla- 
tion was first considered in this State it 
was deemed best to make the penalty as 
severe as possible in order to deter ped- 
dlers and others from violation by fear 
of punishment as felons. The original 
Smith cocaine bill provided only punish- 
ment for a misdemeanor as the penalty 
for violation, but the Smith bill, later 
prepared in accordance with the sugges- 
tions of the Rev. Father J. B. Curry, 
rector of St James toman Cotholic 
Church, of New York city, proposed mak- 
ing violation of its provisions a felony, 
and in this form the first cocaine legis- 
lation im this State was enacted. When 
the Smith law was superseded by the 
Walker law, violation was again made a 
felony.

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Heffernan Bichloride Bill Up Again. 


The Heffernan bichloride of mercury 
sales restriction bill, in substantially the 
same form in which it was introduced at 
the previous session of the State Legis- 
lature, has just been re-enacted at the 
present session under the imtroductory 
number “Senate 476.’’ This measure, 
which has been committed to the State 
Senate’s. Committee on Public Health, 
seeks to prohibit the sale of corrosive 
sublimate at retail except upon prescrip- 
tion, and to make illegal all sales of mer- 
cury bichloride in tablet form unless the 
tablets are triangular in shave amd col- 
ored blue. A patent for making bichlo- 
ride of mercury tablets of this descrip- 
tion was given by a New York State 
pharmaceutical house to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association last year. 

The text of the Heffernan bill follows:— 

The People of the State of New York, rep 
re a in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows:— 

Section 1, Chapter 49, of the laws of 1909, 
entitled ‘‘An act in relation to the public 
health, constituting Chapter 45 of the con- 
solidated laws,’’ is hereby amended by adding 
thereto, after section 238, a new section, to be 
section 238-a. to read : follows:— 

Section 238-a. Bichloride of mercury. No 
pharmacist, druggist or other person shall sell 
at retail bichloride of mercury except upon 
the prescription of a physician. If sold in 
tablet form, the tablets shall be colored blue 
and be triangular in shape. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect imme- 
diately. 

The Heffernan bill. which originated in 
the fertile mind of Dr. Charles F. Pabst, 
of Brooklyn. was permitted last vear to 
die in the State Senate’s Committee on 
Public Health, to which it had been re- 
ferred after its introduction. 











Anti-Narcotic League Seeks to Add to 
Druggists’ Burden in Observ- 
ing Boylan Law. 


\lthough the New York Anti-Narcotic 
League, of which Justice Edwin Swann, 
of the Court of Special Sessions, is the 
chief exponent, recently pledged itself to 
join in a conference of drug and phar- 
maceutical organizations on the subject 
of needed amendments to the Bovlan law 
before attempting to change the pro- 
visions of this State statute in any way, 
there has just been introduced into the 
State Senate, at the suggestion of Jus- 
tice Swann, by Senator Boylan himself, 
a bill revising the provisions of the Boy- 
lan act in such a way as to, impose ad- 
ditional burdens upon the pharmacist and 
druggist in complying with this law. 

Aside from several suggested changes 
in parts of the existing statute not af- 
fecting the drug trade and pharmaceuti- 
cil profession in this State, the chief 
amendment comtemplated by this bill 
seeks to compel the druggist to make an 
immediate record of “the quantity of 
opium and choral used in the prepara- 
tion of compounds,”’ and also to make a 
record of ‘‘where these compounds are 
placed,” besides requiring him to make 
a record of the name and address of the 
person to whom such drugs are admin- 
istered or in any manner delivered, and 
the quantity so delivered, and also to 
keep a record of any disposition made of 
any quantity of such drug referred to. 
whether such disposition be in the prep- 
aration of compounds or otherwise. 

As this additional requirement is ex- 
tended to “all persons authorized by law 
to sell, administer, prescribe, dispense or 
dispose of any of the drugs enumerated 
in section 245 of this chapter,’’ it is also 
feared that it may be construed to ap- 
ply to manufacturers and wholesalers of 
narcotic compounds as well as to retail 
druggists, pharmacists, physicians, den- 
tists and veterinarians. The keeping of 
such records, however, is shortened by 
the new Boylan measure from five to two 
years. 

“ Another amendment to the existing 
30ylan law contemplated in this bill sup» 
plies an unintentional omission in the act 
granting permission to manufacturing 
pharmacists, as chemists or retail phar- 
macists or druggists, to sell to each 
other as well as to hospitals, colleges, sci- 
entifie or publie institutions, without ob- 
serving the prescription revuirement, pro- 
vided that the official State order blanks 
are employed in such transactions. The 
suggested amendments in the new Boy- 
ian law also provide for the commitment 
of habitual drug users by a magistrate 
to “any correctional or charitable in- 
stitution maintained by the State, or any 
municipality thereof, for the treatment of 
disease or inebreity.’’ in addition to pro- 
viding for such commitment to a State, 
county or city hospital or institution li- 
censed under the State Lumacy Commis- 
sion. The bill furthér seeks to provide, 
on the score of commitment of drug ad- 
dicts, that “any court having jurisdiction 
of a defendant in a criminal proceeding, 
if it appears that a defendant is a habit- 
ual drug user, may commit such user for 
treatment as herein provided at any 
stage of such proceedings against such 
defendant, and may stay proceedings, 
withhold conviction or suspend sentence, 
pending the period of such commitment.” 

As the last of its proposed amendments, 
the new Boylan bill attempts to make 
violation of the existing law’s provisions 
a felony when the narcotics are sold, of- 
fered for sale, given away or dispensed 
to a child under the age of sixteen years, 
but continues the penalty as a misde- 
meanor in other instances,

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 17, 1915. 
There was little or no feature to the 
flax market during the past week. Daily 
offerings were moderate, but only two of 
the crushers were interested in them, and 
they only wanted the choice seed. Poor 
quality seed dragged and yjids were so 
low in some cases that the sced was 
shipped to Duluth. Some stuff was taken 
for an outside crusher. A fair proportion 


re- 


of the choice seed was taken on old to 
arrive contracts. Fresh offerings to ar- 
rive were light and in fair demand, if 


coming from a certain territory, where 


the crushers knew good seed was raised 
last year. 

There is nothing mew regarding ele- 
vator stocks here. A small quantity has 
accumulated owing to the fact that the 
line elevator companies are cleaning up 
some of their country houses, but trades 
in these lots have not _ been reported 
within the week. Some of the seed is of 
good quality and some of poor quality. 

The interior movement of seed holds 
very light, and the farmers are not sell- 
ing out their stored stuff very freely. 
Some of them got discouraged because 
the market failed to advance further and 
released the amounts they had in store. 
This largely accounted for the_ receipts 
here during the week, as farm deliveries 
were very light ali over the Northwest. 

Chere is no doubt but what country 
elevator stocks in the Northwest are very 
light. Line elevator companies say they 
have practically nothing on hand beside 
the stuff they are holding for the farm- 
ers. A report received from Winnipeg 
to-day states that country elevator stocks 
in Canada total but 618,779 bushels, as 
compared with a total of 2,251,000 bushels 
on hand a year ago. It is the general 
opinion that stocks in the Northwest are 
in about the same proportion. 


Preparations for seeding flax in the 
Northwest are very light, according to 
the farmers themselves. Prices are too 


low, and unless there is a sharp break in 
wheat and corn values not much of an 
acreage will be put to flax. Line elevator 
companies have not received much in- 
quiry for seed as yet, and local seed 
houses report likewise. 

LINSEED OIL. 

A scattering and featureless demand is 
reported by ail of the crushers. None 
of the buyers are in the market for large 
amounts to be shipped at once or later, 
and most of them seem to be playing a 
waiting game. Advices from the East in- 
dicate that the Argentine exports are re- 
ceiving more attention, amd until that 
matter is settled one way or another the 
buyers will take only the stuff they need. 
There is some fear that the German sub- 
marine blockade may be effective, and 
in case it is no doubt there will be a di- 
version of considerable of the Argentine 
crop in this direction, the price level be- 
ing a minor consideration if an outlet is 
needed badly. 


Shipping directions on old orders are 
light. Buyers having contracts for Feb- 


ruary. movement are evidently in no 
hurry to have supplies forwarded, and 
will probably wait until the end of the 
month before giving shipping orders, 
probably just in time to get under the 
wire and save carrying charges. 


There is no jobbing trade of impor- 
tance. The jobbers are in_ the market 
from time to time for small quantities, 


but say they are not moving supplies very 
freely. 

Shipments totaled about the same as 
last week, and as less of the crushing ca- 
pacity was working this week, there was 
probably a moderate addition made to the 
local stock of oil on hand. 

Prices quoted at 53@55c. 

LINSEED OIL MBPAL. 

Buyers are not interested in offerings 
to any extent, and the market is quiet to 
slow, with scattering sales reported. The 
easier tone of the mill feed market and 
the competition of the cottonseed meal 
are underlying causes for a lower trend 


of values. The lack of export buying of 
cake made freer offerings of meal for 
prompt shipment, and with one of the 


crushers offering prices down, others had 
to fall in line if they wanted to get a 
proportion of the moderate business pre- 
vailing. There are still some old con- 
tracts to fill and very little accumulation 


of supplies is reported. There is no de- 
mand for deferred meal. Buyers are in 
a mood to wait developments, and with 


conditions favoring a lower market more 


noticeable there is no tendency shown to 
speculate. Prices quoted in the vicinity 
of $35.50, although some sales have been 





reported as low as $25. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

The inquiry for cake was moderate and 
no sales of importance were made. The 
Eastern export trade sems to be filled up 
ror the moment, and with seaboard sup- 
plies accumulating they are not very anx- 


ious to make further commitments. Bids 
are considerably lower. Several bids 
from abroad looked fairly attractive at 
first glamece, but when the freight rates 


were figured they netted the crusher very 


moderate returns. The last foreign bid 
reported would have netted about $32.50 


Minneapolis. 

Qcean carrying conditions are anything 
but favorable and cake is not moving out 
of the country in as great a volume as 
expected. Some stuff has piled up at the 
Fastern seaboard and there is a large 
supply at New Orleans waiting for room. 
Some of this stuff was due to leave about 


the 10th of this month, but the boat ex- 
pected failed to load with cake. This 
cake 1s sold to be paid for when on board 
vessels, and quite a little money is tied 
up in it. 

Just what effect the German submarine 
blockade of English ports will have is 


problematical. Some stuff is sold to go 
to the United Kingdom markets, but the 
largeest portion of it is sold to go to Con- 
tinental markets. Whether the route to 
the north of England will be free of re- 
strictions is yet to be seen. If it is the 


movement abroad will not be greatly re- 
stricted.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Feb. 18, 1915. 
Sentiment prevailing in the flax mar- 
kets was rather mixed, although the 
greater number were inclined to be bear- 
ish. People of this opinion pointed to 
the long-drawn-out advance in values and 
the slow demand existing for linseed oil 
not only in the Chicago market, but other 





sections of the country are also reported 
a@s taking only small quantities of oil at 
the present time. In addition to the slack 
demand for linseed oil, there has been a 
falling off in the export inquiry for cake 
and meals is not as eagerly sought. There 
were others who were inclined to take 
the opposite view of things, basing their 
opinions on the light stocks held in the 
Northwestern markets, which will, in 
their estimation, afford only a _ few 
months’ supply. With the consumption 
of present supplies of flax it is believed 
that crushers will be forced to look to 
the Argentine for a large amount of seed. 
There was little trading done by local 
interests in the markets of the North- 
west, either in the options or in the cash 


article. Chicago interests have been tak- 
ing a hand in the future trading since 


prices started on their upward climb, but 
the majority of them are entirely out of 
the speculative market and not likely to 
take a hand until general conditions sur- 
rounding the situation show a ehange. 
While receipts at the Northwestern mar- 
kets were in excess of a like period last 
year, ic is believed that there is but 
little flax still in growers’ hands. A 
weakening factor, and which caused sell- 


ing by some of the larger operators in 
close touch with the Argentine situation, 
was the fact that shipments from that 


country to the United States are expected 
to become liberal in the near future. 

The inactivity of Chicago crushers in 
the Northwestern markets was quite 
noticeable, as only 1,000 bushels were re- 
ceived at Chicago. This is the smallest 
quantity that has been received at this 
peint for some time past, the receipts 
during the previous week being 8,000 
bushels. There were no receipts for a 
like period last year. Shipments from 
Chicago were 1,000 bushels, but for com- 
parative periods of a week and a year 
ago they were nil.

LINSEED Oll 
The oil market was in a rut throughout 


the period. Business was of extremely 
small volume, and between practically 
the same imterests that have taken a 
smal! hand for some time past. Despite 
the lightness of the trade and the fact 
that crushers are anxious to rid them- 
selves of a goodly portion of the stocks 
now in their hands, a firm feeling pre- 
vailed at times. This was due to the 


bullish conditions surrounding the world’s 


flax markets for a long run. Crushers 
who are urging their linseed oil upon 
buyers were believed to be those whose 


production has been liberal for some time 
back and who are now in need of money 
with which to carry on their operations. 
The market was quoted at 55e. per gallon 


for round lots. There were many rumors 
going the round that oil was purchas- 
able at lower prices than those quoted, 
but upon inquiry of crushers this idea 
was dispelled. These people point out 
the fact that by selling oil at ruling 


prices they are suffering losses, and that 
it would be impossible to grant further 
colcessions, even though they be forcel 
to carry it for a considerable time before 
being able to dispose of it. The unset- 
tled conditions surrounding the market 
during the week prevented any trading in 


futures, and general feeling was that 
none would be seen until such time as 
the situation became favorable to either 


side of the market in a: pronounced way. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

An easier feeling developed in the lin- 
seed oil cake situation in the Northwest, 
and this was reflected in the sentiment 
at Chicago. There was no business done 
in cake at this point, however, and any 
trades likely to be made in the future 
will be governed entirely by existing con- 
ditions in the Northwest at the time the 
transaction is made. Export inquiry is 
reporied as having disappeared im the 
Northwest, and domestic users of meal 
are taking hold in the Chicago market on 
only a small scale. The mild weather has 
curtailed the demand on domestic ac- 
count and prices are lower. Cake was 
quoted at Chicago at $38@40 f. o. b. this 
market.

Restriction in Hongkong Opium 
Imports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Feb. 19, 1915. 

According to advices reaching the Com- 
merce Department from Hong Kong, ‘‘the 
opium trade in Hong Kong in 1914 was 
characterized by the complete cessation 
cf imports for the trade generally and a 
combination of the dealers in opium to 
force up the price of the drug and get rid 
of their present holdings at figures which 
weuld mean large profits.” The influence 
of general legislation against the opium 
trattic is shown by the fact that stocks of 
Persian and Turkish opium were reduced 
during 1914 from 629 to 121 chests. Most 
of the Hong Kong dealers in opium have 
arranged to quit business entirely. The 
general stocks of opjum in the Hong 
kong market fell off more than half dur-

The outlook 
for future business has been unsettled 
because of conditions created since the 
war began in Europe, and manufac- 
turers seem to prefer to draw upon re- 
serve stocks rather than to place 
orders for normal quantities of ma- 
terials. It is also stated that the 
paint and varnish manufacturers are 
finding a slow call for their made-up 
goods, and this also tends to influence 
caution in the taking on of fresh sup-

A 
building operations in the spring is 
awaited, as it would stimulate con- 


sumption of paints. Pig lead was ad- 
vanced in price this week and closed 
firm at the higher figures. This is 
reflected in a strong market for the 
lead pigments. Spelter is going ahead 
in price by leaps and bounds and is at 
a very high level, yet producers of 
zines are trying to keep their goods at 
unchanged levels, and have announced 


no advances in prices as yet. Dry 
colors are quiet, and some selections 
are practically nominal, as sellers are 


to sell heavily until they get 
a better idea of the position of raw 
materials. The recent embargo on pot- 
ash salts from Germany has created 
confusion in the market. Linseed oii 
is weak; prices are giving way slowly,

though trading is far below normal. 
Other paint-making oils were reported 


to have received some attention a few 
weeks ago, but are now slow. Spirits 
of turpentine have been easy and sold 
at lower levels during the week. Ocean 
freights and scarcity of tonnage .are 
proving factors in the market, as chalk 


is conspicuous by reason of its ab- 
sence, and this is reflected in the 
whiting market. Foreign grades of 
zines, barytes, colors, etc., also are 


affected by the shipping situation. A 
review of the linsed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively.

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The lead market has 
been strong through the week and an

at 3.85c. per pound, which is the quo- 
tation of leading sellers. Some sales 
are said to have been made in the 
local market, where prices higher than 
those quoted were paid by buyers. 
The quotation at St. Louis is strong 
at 3.75@3.77\%ec. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The advance in the metal mar- 
ket and the strong position of pig 
lead at the higher level naturally 
strengthens the pigment market. 
There has been no quotable change in 
any of the lead products in the in- 
terval, however. Demand for white 
lead is not active, as the paint trade 
in general is rather quiet just now, 
and this applies both to the manufac- 
turing and the jobbing trade. Dry 
white lead is offered in large quanti- 
ties at 5c. per pound, and smaller lots

White lead in oil is holding steady at 
6%,c. per pound for round lots, with a 
graduated scale of prices for smaller 
amounts.

English lead in oil, and prices are re- 
ported to be holding at 12c. per pound. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—On large quantities sellers of basic 
sulphate are still quoting 4%c. per 
pound. There is a fair delivery against 
old orders, but the market in general 
is quiet and without any new features 
There is a moderate jobbing trade, 
which is mostly done at a basis of 5c 
per pound. As in the case of basic 
carbonate a firmer feeling was gen- 
erated by the stronger position of pig 
lead, but the latter is still selling at a 
comparatively low price. 

RED LEAD.—Bids were opened on 
Tuesday by the Navy Department for 
supplies and included 12,000 pounds of 
dry red lead for delivery at Mare 
Island. The low bid was on a basis of 
5.07c. per pound. On a lot of 50,000 
pounds for delivery at the same place 
the low bid was 5.97c. per pound. In 
the local market red lead is steady at 
5i44e. per pound in some quarters, but 
other sellers are keeping their quota- 
tions at 6c. per pound, so that the mar- 
ket differs according to seller. Red 
lead in oil is being maintained at 7c. 
per pound for large lots, and higher 
prices accordingly for small amounts. 


LITHARGE. — The manufacturing 
trades are taking fairly normal 


amounts of litharge, but some of these 
trades are rather slow, and this works 
against any heavy buying of raw ma- 
terials. The glass trade is only a mod- 
erate consumer. Regular deliveries are 
being made to the paint trade. Prices 





are showing no variations and are re- 
peated at 5c. per pound for round lots. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The move- 
ment of orange mineral to the consum- 
ing trades is not accompanied with 
any features of importance, and condi- 
tions are reported as routine. There is 
not much variation in the trade from 
one year to the other, and prices are 
not subject to frequent changes. The 
present prices are 74@8\4c. per pound, 
with the difference according to seller. 

SPELTER. — Unusual interest has 
been shown in the market for spelter, 
owing to the almost daily advances in 
market quotations. There is very little 
spelter offered for nearby delivery, and 
as there is steady inquiry holders have 
been able to realize abnormal prices 
for their gocds. The foreign market is 
likewise high, and the export business 
in spelter has been important. The 
price at New York is given at 9.25c. per 
pound, and at St. Louis sellers are ask- 
ing 9@9.25c.

So far as 
can be ascertained from the Agricultural 
Department experts, practically none of 
the low-grade potash is employed in the 
manufacture of explosives and, indeed, 
that none of it is utilized in the produc- 
tion of anything that is known as ex- 
plosives in modern war. It appears that 
some grades of black powder employed in 
the manufacture of fireworks is made 
from this potash, but the impression of 
the department experts is that the Ger- 
man officials are wrong in assuming, if 
they do assume, that any quantity of 
potash sent to this country ultimately is 
employed in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war.

The 
latest advices regarding the situation in 
the Searles Lake region of Southern Cali- 
fornia hold out no inducements that pot- 
ash in ahy commercial quantities will be 
developed in those fields for a long time 
to come, if ever. The statement made 
six months ago by Secretary Lane, of the 
Interior Department, predicting the pro- 
duction of potash in commercial quanti- 
ties at the Searles Lake plant, seems to 
have been without proper foundation. 
Interest has been awakened since the 
export embargo was placed upon potash 
by the German Government as to what 
the attitude of Congress is to be in the 
expenditure of funds through the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in developing the 
production of potassium chloride from 
the kelp beds on the Pacific Coast. Dur- 
ing the consideration of the Agricultural 
Appropriation bill by the Committee on 
Agriculture of the House much attention 
was given by the committee to this sub- 
ject and valuable testimony was given 
by Dr. F. K. Cameron, of the Bureau of 
Soiis, in the Department of Agriculture, 
as to the expenditure of government 
funds in bringing out the facts regard- 
ing the possibility of securing potash in 
commercial quantities from the kelp beds. 
The House Committee on Agriculture in- 
ereased the appropriation for this inves- 
tigation to $36,500, but it is not believed 
that the department officials, unless di- 
rected to do so by Congress, would util- 


ize any part of this appropriation in 
the establishment of a plant for the 
demonstration of the facts that have 


been brought out in the laboratory inves- 
tigations by the department. 

There is mo doubt, however, that the 
ofticials in the Bureau of Soils who have 
made an investigation into the situation 
along the Pacific Coast are confident that 
commercial fertilizer material, including 
ground kelp containing a large percent- 
age of potash, and pure potassium chlo- 
ride in commercial quantities, can be ob- 
tained with comparative ease and with a 


very small outlay of money. The latest 
advices given on this subject by a de- 
partment expert who is thoroughly in- 


formed is that less than $60,000 will equip 
a plant that would produce these com- 
modities in commercial quantities, includ- 
ing the necessary harvesting machinery 
and drying plant into which the wet kelp 
can be placed to reduce it to a workable 
condition.

CHICAGO LARD MARKHET,

The lard market at Chicago this week opened

a reaction of 40@47%c. and closed at a net 
decline of 20c. from the price level in force 


a week ago this date. The market no sooner 
reached high prices than it was subjected to 
selling pressure and sharp reactions were ex- 
perienced. Shorts did not have everything 
their own way, however, and rallies of sub- 
stantial character were frequent, making the 
week one of the most uncertain experienced in 
a long time. Vacillating hog values, the vio- 
lent fluctuations in grain prices, and the spas- 
modic action of the cash lard demand were 
governing factors affecting speculative lard 
options. Early in the week there was a 
noticeable improvement in the domestic and 
foreign demand for lard, and hog prices gave 
promise of advancing to a higher level. This 
caused shorts in May and July product to 
scurry to cover, and their buying sent values 
20@27%c. higher than last week. Later in the 
period hog values reacted, holders of cash lard 
made concessions to effect sales, and there was 
a reaction in the price of grain, all of which 
encouraged renewed selling of lard for future 
delivery and brought about a rapid downward 
movement of lard prices. The official semi- 
monthly report of lard stocks at Chicago made 
holdings on February 15 total 54,258 tierces, or 
6,004 tierces more than at the beginning of 
the month. A year ago, February 15, stocks 
of lard at this point were 102,700 tierces, of 
which 20,015 tierces were old lard, whereas 
all of this year’s reserve of 54,258 tierces is 
new lard. Foreign demand for lard was volum- 
inous early in the week, buying being encour- 
aged by higher prices at Liverpool. The lat- 
ter market had a reaction late in the week, 
however, and foreign buying decreased. At the 
same time, exports for the week were very 
liberal, aggregating 15,732,000 pounds, an in- 
crease of 1,809,000 pounds over the exports of 
the preceding week and standing 5,340,000 
pounds in excess of shipments to foreign shores 
the corresponding week a year ago. Shipments 
to domestic consuming centers were also lib- 
eral, aggregating 9,482,000 pounds, or 3,095,000 
pounds more than in the preceding week, and 
compared with shipments of 5,369,000 pounds 
a year ago. Receipts continued liberal, al- 
though showing less increase for the week. 
They aggregated 2,466,000 pounds, or 141,000 
pounds more than last week, and compared 
with 1,438,000 pounds a year ago. The close 
found holders of regular prime steam lard 
offering to sell at a discount of 42%c. under 
the May option price, whereas they held their 
offerings at a discount of only 40c. a week 
ago.

He states that 
shortly after the outbreak of the war 
the price dropped from taels 9.90 per 
picul to taels 7.80, which was the low- 
est mark it reached. The local market 
for wood oil is rather quiet, but trad- 
ing appears to vary according to seller, 
as some importers report a steady call 
for oil. Transportation rates are ad- 
vancing, but market quotations are 
holding steady at 64@6%c. per pound. 


COCOANUT OIL.—Despite the firm 
market for cocoanut oil abroad, prices 
in New York underwent little if any 
change during the past week. Con- 
sumption seems to have fallen off and 
the offerings by, domestic mills, in- 
cluding those of the Philippines, have 
been sufficiently large to keep con- 
sumers from entering the foreign mar- 
kets at abnormal prices.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—A 
slightly easier feeling has character- 
ized the local turpentine market dur- 
ing the interval. Trading has con- 
tinued of desultory character, and 


transactions recorded deserve little im- 


portant comment. The buying power 
at best has been of a hand-to-mouth 
character, and no improvement in 


trading is expected unless Savannah 
prices display more signs of stability. 
Judging from previous years, the next 
six weeks will occasion an appreciable 
shrinkage in receipts from the interior. 


Buyers, however, are not - becoming 
anxious Over this fact, nor are they 
giving consideration to authoritative 


reports concerning a substantial reduc- 
tion in the coming season’s output. 
Conditions surrounding the market for 
finished products are probably too un- 
favorable at present to encourage the 
replenishment of crude supplies, even 
though the crude markets show intrin- 
sic worth at current figures. Turpen- 
tine shipments for the week at Savan- 
nah were i74 barrels. Receipts were 
297 barrels. Stocks at the close were 
33,932, against 35,089 barrels for the 
previous week, and 18,508 barrels last 
year at this time. At Wilmington the 
market has remained in a quiet condi- 
tion and closed at 4lic. Supplies in 
London on January 30 were 19,023 bar- 
rels, against 57,336 in 1914, and 43,059 for

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Great Britain’s Embargo Policy. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Feb. 19, 1915. 
In regard to the policy pursued by Great 
Britain in giving relief from the embargo 
against exports out of the United King- 
aom of certain commodities during the 
continuance of the war, formal advices 
have been received at the British Em- 
bassy from the home government to the 
effect that appiications made for the ex- 
portation out of Great Britain of sul- 
phide of antimony and carbolie acid have 
been refused by the British government 
after an investigation into the situation, 


because of the excessive demand for these . 


commodities and the short supply in 
Great Britain, which must be husbanded 
in the interests of the domestic consum- 
ers. 

In connection with this license. system 
established by the British Government, 
an explanation of the workings of the 
system has been received at the Com- 
merce Department from Consul-General 
Skinner, at London, from which informa- 
tion is obtainable as to how the embargo 
may be avoided in certain instances by 
the procuring of export licenses from the 
government, On this subject Consul-Gen- 
eral Skinner says:— 

The British embargo regulations are all sub- 
ject to exceptions, which ordinarily are within 
the discretion of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise, Lower Thames street, London. 
Intending exporters may, therefore, apply for 
either a general license, covering a number of 
shipments, or a special license to cover a par- 
ticular consignment. Special forms of applica- 
tion to the Commissioners of Customs and Ex- 
cise are prescribed, and when possible samples 
are to be attached to the forms themselves. If 
the application is favorably acted upon a for- 
mal notification is sent to the shipper, and he 
then forwards the goods in the usual way, sub- 
mitting a form, as prescribed, to an officer of 
the Customs and Excise Department at the 
time of shipment. 

These licenses are issued only when it is 
proved that the goods are intended for the 
country of alleged destination, and that the 
proposed shipment will not deplete domestic 
stocks or influence domestic market conditions 
unfavorably.

Foreign Vessels Under American 
Registry. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Feb. 19, 1915. 

Within the past two weeks there have 
been added about twenty ships to the 
list of foreign vessels brought ‘under 
American registry according to the terms 
of the act of August 18 last. 

There have been brought under Amer- 
ican registry 129 vessels of more than 
465,000 gross tons. 

The impression prevails in department 
circles that with the present prospect 
that the government ship purchase bill 
will fail and Congress will adjourn, thus 
leaving no possibility of government com- 
petition for privately owned vessels that 
the additions to American registry from 
foreign ship lines will considerably in- 
crease. ‘

The above list completed down to date 
shows in addition to names of ships 
previously mentioned a total of thirty- 
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ing fought by the independent oil men 
of the State under the leadership of the 
Independent Petroleum Marketers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The oil men contend that if the rates 
on ali commodities were to be advanced 
as high as is proposed for oil and gaso- 
line, the cost of these commodities to 
the consumer would be so high that the 
quantity transported would be greatly 
reduced. 

It is alleged the new rates in some in- 
stances are 140 per cent. higher than the 
old. Local independent oil dealers say 
the increase applied to shipments in less 
than tank car quantities would force 
them to quit business in some of the 
smaller Missouri towns.

Federal Narcotic Stocks Inventory Must 
Be Made by All Handlers. 


For the purpose of reminding all han- 
dlers and dispensers of opium, coca 
leaves, cocaine and derivatives and prep- 
arations of the necessity for preparing 
an inventory of their stocks of these nar- 
cotics on hand as of March 1, in observ- 
ance of the Harrison law, or Federal 
opium-cocaine sales regulation act, the 
Internal Revenue Bureau-of the Treasury 
Department has reissued its instructions 
on this subject, in amended form, to im- 
porters, manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retail druggists of the United States deal- 
ing in these articles. 

These instructions, which in their orig- 
inal form were first issued on January 15, 
as article 13 of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau’s Regulations, known as No. 35, for 
the enforcement of the Harrison law,’ de- 
mand the making of an inventory of all 
the drugs and preparations mentioned 
above by all handlers on March 1, when 
the law becomes operative. As originally 
promulgated this regulation compelled 
the making of this imventory only by 
those “‘dispensing directly to consumers.” 
This inventory, which must ‘“‘clearly set 
forth the quantity of each kind of such 
drugs, preparations or remedies so held,” 
is to be verified by oath (before notary 
public or commissioner of deeds) not later 
than March 5. 

The amended inventory regulation fol- 
lows:—

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

Office of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10, 1915. 
To Collectors of Internal Revenue, and Others 
Concerned :— 

To secure inventories of all drugs specified 
in the act of December 17, 1914, held by pro- 
ducers, importers and wholesale dealers, as 
well as by those dispensing any such drugs 
“directly to consumers,’’ Art. 13 of Regula- 
tions No. 35, of January 15, 1915, is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Art, 13. Every person, firm or company pru 
ducing, importing, selling or dispensing any 
of the drugs herein referred to will, on the 
Ist day of March, 1915, prepare and keep on 
file an inventory of all such drugs (other than 
preparations or remedies specially exempt un 
der the provisions of section 6 of the act) on 
hand at that date No special form of inven- 
tory is here required, but the inventory made 
must fully and clearly set forth the quantity 
of each kind of such drugs, preparations or 
remedies so held, and must be verified by 
oath not later than the 5th day of March, 
1915

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House Passes Denatured Alcohol Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 19, 1915 

The House of Representatives has 
passed the bill (H. R. 9591) which was 
presented by Representative Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, and favorably reported by 
the Committee on Ways and Means of 
the House, providing for a specific proc- 
ess for manufacturing denatured alcohol 
The bill as it passed the House is as fol 
lows: 

Be it enacted ete., That notwiths 
anything contained in the act entitled “An act 
for the withdrawal from bond, tax free, of 
domestic alcohol when rendered unfit for bever- 
age, or liquid medicinal uses by mixture with 
suitable denaturing materials,’’ approved June 
7, 1906, or the act amendator ) same ap- 
proved March 2, 1907, or sub-section 2 of sub- 
section N of the act approved October 38, 1913, 
amendatory to same domestic alcohol while 
it is in its nascent condition, before it has 
passed from the state of vapor, or while in the 
original closed ‘ontinuous process of dis 
tillation, may be i by so mixing with 
it the vapors or « arising from 
the destructive distillatio d or other de 
naturing material or admixture of 
the same as to render such al ol unfit for 
use ag an intoxicating beverage id thereupon 
shall be directly conveyed from the still by 
continuous closed pipes to locked and sealed 
receptacles, from which it may be withdrawn 
under such regulations as the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, with the approval of 
Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe 

Sec. 2. That where such alcohol is of insuffi- 
elent proof to ne denatured the same may be 
transferred in oie from such locked and 
sealed receptac free of tax, to a central 
distilling and denaturitix plant, as provided for

with said alcohol, as hereinbefore provided 


under such regulations and upon the execution 
of such notices and bonds as the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe. 

During the consideration of the bill 
questions arose which precipitated consid- 
erable discussion between members from 
the alcohol-producing States as to 
whether the plams sought to be effected 
by this denaturing process would produce 
the results which the advocates of the 
measure desired. The question also came 
up whether the bill would free from tax- 
ation the alcohol that has been dena- 
tured during the process that is provided 
for. A member of the Ways and Means 
Committee in stating what the proposi- 
tion involved in the bill as it was pre- 
sented to the committee, said:— 

The proposition was that under this process 
the denaturized alcohol was made by a single 
process, whereas as it is now made it requires 
a double one. First, you manufacture the alco- 
hol and then you subsequently denaturize it. 
These gentlemen have a process, which they 
propose to test, which produces the denatured 
alcohol in one process, thereby greatly reducing 
the cost of it. Now, as to the use of it, it 
will be used in whatever way denatured alcohol 
is used. 

Chairman Underwood, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, expressed the opinion 
that the measure is safe and salutary, 
and that the opportunity should be given 
for producing alcohol in the form pro- 
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posed to be authorized by the bill, and 
on his statement of the facts as he un- 
derstood them, the House agreed to the 
bill and it was passed.

Japanese Sulphur Output. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.)

References to the increased sulphur 
output in the Hokkaido section of Japan 
are contained in a brief report sent from 
Yokohama to the Commerce Department, 
which says:

The current summary 
shows 92 completions, 945 barrels of 
new daily production and 50 dry 
holes, as against 104 completions, 1,095 
barrels of new production and 53 dry 
holes for the former week. Indians 
and TIllinois contributed the most 
favorable results for the week in re- 
view. The best strike in the high- 
grade fields was a 225-barrel producer 
in the Clinton sand formation of Hock-

the best showing was in Roane county, 
a total of 70 barrels daily from three 
wells. Considerable interest is cen- 
tered in the prospects of the Berea 
grit development of Cabin Creek dis- 
trict of Kanawha county, which are 
regarded as more promising, since the 
only well responded to agitation by 
placing 240 barrels to its credit the 
first twenty-four hours. 

Operations in the Lima fields of 
northwestern Ohio and Indiana were 
without special significance. There 
was a heavy decline in results in the 
Ohio end, but more creditable returns 
are noted in Indiana. In the latter 
gains were made in completions and 
new production in the Shelburn field 
of Sullivan county. The feature of the 
week’s review in Illinois was the heavy 
increase in new production, for which 
Lawrence county takes the credit. 

Of principal interest in the Texas- 
Louisiana fields was the drilling of a 
10,000-barrel well in the Humble field 
of the Gulf coast division. This com- 
pletion was an offset to a 15,000-barrel 
producer, the output of which was not 
affected by the new well. The first 
strike has yielded 360,000 barrels in 
twenty-four days. 30th struck the 
pay sand at 3,300 feet. The total pro- 
duction of the Humble field on Feb- 
ruary 15 amounted to 35,000 barrels, as 
against 6,525 barrels on January 15. 
{n the northwestern Louisiana division 
the best completion was at De Sota, 
flowing 1,500 barrels the first two days. 
There is a boom at Crichton, the new 
oil town of the Red River parish, as 
the result of the recent test, which is 
producing over 2,000 barrels a day. 

The only tangible development in the 
mid-continent situation has been the 
decline of five cents to forty cents in 
the crude market under the depressed 
conditions lately in effect. A further 
reduction is generally awaited. The 
present status of the market is in 
sorry contrast with that of a yeai 


ago, an advance from $1.03 to $1.05 
being operative on February 5, 1914. 
The Oklahoma industry seems to be 


hopelessly in the throes of legislation. 
The so-called “‘conservation” bill, de- 
signed to regulate production on a 
basis prorated according to the daily 
requirements of buyers, has become 
law by the Governor's signature, but 
the State Corporation Commission, it 
is reported, is not disposed to attempt 
to force the iaw pending a test 
to its constitutionality, which is ex- 
pected to be made shortly. Another 
bill which has stirred widespread con- 
demnation throughout the field has 
been that seeking to divorce pipe iines

from production, which would operate 
harshly upon many of the small re- 
finers who have built pipe lines or 


have acquired producing properties in 
the natural development of their busi- 
ness. Less field work is reported, ana 
the Cushing output is said to be on the 
steady decline.

The wells in 
the Healdton district are said to be 
showing a rapid decline, although new 
ones are coming in regularly, pro- 
ducing from one hundred to a thousand 
barrels a day at the start. One of the 
most active districts in the field is 
the long range of territory between 
Okmulgee and Muskolgee.

Quotations remain on 
an unaltered basis throughout. 

A featureless market has prevailed 
for the naphtha products during the 
week. Conditions have been rather 
more favorable for fuel oil consump- 
tion, but the same keenness of com- 
petition is reported, keeping the mar- 
ket on a more or less nominal basis. 
There has been no change in the reg- 
ular figures for export or domestic ac- 
count. “There is a continued good in- 
quiry for foreign shipment, but the 
conditions are believed to be of a more 
hazardous character. The record of 
imports of benzine into the United 
Kingdom from January 1 to 25, as pub- 
lished in the London Petroleum Re- 
view, show a total of 2,840,600 gallons, 
of which our share was 1,476,040 gallons, 
while 1,325,300 gallons were from the 
Dutch Indies.

the letters being not less than one-half 
inch long. The sale of such oils from 
barrels or other large containers into 
other containers shall be accompanied 
by the placing of a label on the smaller 
container, announcing the nature of the 
oils. A penalty of $100 for violations 
is provided. The law becomes effective 
July 1, 1915, if passed.

At first 
the well blew only dry, sweet gas, but it soon 
began to spray oil, and before it was placed 
under contro], Friday night at 8 o'clock, it 


was making 250 barrels an hour. It has since 





increased gradually until it is now making 
10,000 barrels a day. It was perhaps one of 
the largest gas wells ever drilled in Texas, the 
open flow being estimated at all the way from 
20,000,000 to 75,000,000 cubic feet. The gas 
escaped from two joints of 6-inch standing up 
in the derrick and a 6-inch opening in the 
casing head. One of the peculiar things about 
the bringing in of the new well is that it has 
not so far made any change in the production 
of the Farmers’ Petroleum Company’s big well, 
200 feet to the east, which is still producing 
at the rate of 15,000 barrels a day. It is now 
twenty-four days old and has produced approx- 
imately 360,000 barrels of oil. 

The tract on which the big wells are located 
is four miles southeast of Humble, and is a 
part of the Stevenson 14,000-acre ranch, this 
particular tract containing 517% acres, being 
about twice as long north and south as it is 
wide. It was owned jointly by the Producers’ 
and Fanmers’ until about a year ago, when it 


was split in two, north and south, and each 
company took alternate blocks of twenty-five 
acres in each half. Both of the gushers are 


in the second block from the north. The wells 
are located in a wilderness of cut-over pine, 
the ground being covered with second-growth 
pine about the size of telephone poles. The 
two oil companies have built a joint road north 


and south through the lease, which meets a 
new shell road to the south. The Farmers’ 
have another well drilling, the Producers’ two

To the 
east of the Farmers’ gusher, John O'Neill and 
James R. Sharp are drillling a deep test and 
are down 2,600 feet, having averaged 200 feet 
of hole a day. Still east of the O’Neill and 
Sharp test the J. M. Guffey Petrolewm Com- 
pany, jointly with Blaffer & Farrish, are drill- 
ing a second deep test. 








On January 15 the daily production of Hum- 
ble was 6 barrels. A month later it had 
jumped to 26,500 barrels. On February 13 it 





to 35,000 barrels a day. So far the Texas 
has been able to handle all the oil, 
being taxed to its full capacity. For 
the oil is being stored in some of 
earthen reservoirs which the company 
is cleaning out and reroofing. It will soon have 
the second big reservoir completed. These 
earthen reservoirs hold all the way from 100,000 
to 1,000,000 barrels, and were used in the first 
gusher period of the Humble field. 

There is an era of deep drilling at hand in 
all the Gulf Coast districts, and if the theory 
of geologists who have made the study of this 
division a specialty should be true, there will 
soon be a flood of oil in the Gulf Coast division 
equal to Cushing in Oklahoma. ‘The theory has 
been tested at Sour Lake and Humble and 
found correct, with deep tests now in progress 
at Spindletop, Batson, Saratoga and Markham, 
besides a number of tests in wildcat territory. 

Outside of Humble there were no sensational 
completions in the Gulf Coast division for the 
week ending February 13. Sour Lake led with

five completions, totaling 985 barrels of new 
production. They included Lake Oil Company, 
No. 7 Bashara, 800 barrels at 2,150 feet; Sun

Vinton had two completions, J. C. Wilson, 
No. Al, Gray, 150 barrels, and Gulf Refining

At Saratoga, No. 4, Cotton, a joint well by 
Paggi Bros. and the Regner Oil Company 
made 110 barrels. At Spindletop the J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company got a 40-barrel 


pumper in No. 148, Gladys, an old hole worked 
over. 

In wildcat development Corpus Christi, West 
Columbia, Blue Ridge, Mineola, Strawn and 
Coleman all continue to hold considerable in- 
terest. At Corpus Christi the J. M. Guffey 
Petroleum Company has started drilling at two 
locations near the big gas blowout. At least 
six other tests are due to start before March 
10. At West Columbia the Producers’ Oil Com. 
pany ig having trouble in trying to drill deeper 
in the test on the Hogg tract, the hole that 
caused so much excitement toward the close of 
the year, when trading in leases in that local- 
ity caused at least $150,000 to change hands. 
The drilling of the Hogg test has been attend- 
ed with difficulty from the start, and has been 
in progress now for over fifteen months. There 





are three holes under the derrick, one to 1,200, 
one to 1,500 and one to 2,300 feet. The 
Mineola Oil and Gas Company tested its well 
near Mineola, in Wood county, at 1,950 feet, 
and had a small showing of oil. It is being 
drilled deeper. At Strawn, in Palo Pinto 
county, the discoverer well of the Texas and 


Pacific Mining and Milling Company continues 
to make 30 barrels a day of high grade oil at 
a depth of 830 feet. Two more tests a half a 
mile north are good for 20 and 10 barrels, re- 
spectively, indicating that the pool does not 
extend very far in that direction. Work on 
the test of Robertson & Son, near Coleman, 
has been delayed on account of the conditions 
of the roads being such that supplies cannot 
be hauled to the well. It is now 2,290 feet 
deep, and is still producing four barrels a 
day from the 1,200-foot sand. It is 56 gravity 
oil and is running over the top, between the 8- 
inch and 6-inch casing. The Bessie Heights 
Oil Company, drilling at Bessie Heights, mid- 
way between old Spindletop pool and the Terry 
freak, made a test at 1,700 feet and got salt 
water. It is being drilled deeper.

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 

The Legislature has not taken final action on 
the bill granting oil companies enlarged charter 
powers. The bill was introduced at the request 
of the Texas Company, and at once met with 
a storm of opposition from the independent 
producers, who met in Houston, organized, 
raised a fund of $10,000 and sent a number to 
Austin to lobby against the measure. After 
practically two weeks of public hearings on 
the bill before the entire Senate membership 
as a committee of the whole, several substitute 
measures have been reported back. A measure 
was reported back last Thursday which is said 
to meet with the approval of all factions. The 
substitute bill would allow the Texas Company 
or other oil companies the right to organize 
and hold stock in companies in other States 
and in foreign countries so long as said sub- 
sidiaries were not operated in restraint of 
trade. The other privileges asked by the com- 
pany, validating its taking over of the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company and allowing oil compa- 
nies to engage in all branches of the industry, 
such as producing, transporting and refining 
oil, were not acceeded to by those opposing the 
measure. The bill will probably be voted on 
the coming week. 

The independent producers have also pre- 
pared a bill and will urge its passage. It 
would divorce pipe lines from production, make 
them all common carriers, whether privately 
owned or not, and provide for the control and

supervision of the industry by a commission to 
have full regulatory powers. The commission 
is to consist of the Attorney-General, Secre- 
tary of State and one commissioner, who will 
draw a salary of $4,000 a year.

that no one could possibly receive any benefits 
from the deal except the promoters’ and 
agents. All oil men have an opportunity to do 
the oil industry a real good by sending in 
copies of all such shady promotion literature 
to the Federal Postoffice officials with a re- 
quest to prosecute for the fraudulent use of 
the mails. 


LIWA PETROLEUM FIELDS,

Lima, O., Feb. 19, 1915. 
A review of the Lima petroleum fields of

At the same time Illinois crude was 
eut down 5c., making it now 84c, Oklahoma 
and Kansas oils were also slashed 5c., bring- 
ing the price to 40c. per barrel. 

During the week in Ohio and Indiana 14 
wells were finished, with 5 dry holes and a 
new production of 225 barrels, against the 


previous week of 11 wells finished, 2 dry holes 
and 285 barrels production, 

The Indiana field for the week shows a good 
gain over the previous week, while the heavy 


slump is credited to the Ohio end for the week 
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in review. The roads are in very bad shape 
and the hauling of heavy oil well material 
over the roads is out of the question at this 
time.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb, 19, 1915. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New _York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 
the week shows a slight decline from the fig- 
ures for the previous week, due to the inability 
to. move material over the roads in the oil 
country. There will hardly be a revival of 
development work until weather conditions im- 
prove, as the cost of moving the heavy mate- 
rials is so much greater than when the roads 
are in good shape. 

The runs from the fields along with the de- 
liveries of crude east of the Mississippi River 
shows only a slight difference, although during

A resume of development in the righ-grade 
fields for the week fails to reveal any wells 
above the average small producer in any of 


the well-known sections east of the Mississippi 
River, There is a heavy decline in new work 
in all fields and work will not be resumed untli 
the conditions are such that operators can see 
their way clear, not only in price and other 
parts, but they cannot eny territory of 
any great value in sight to drill upon.

The most active development 
work is under way in the northern end of the 
Central-Southeastern Ohio field. where large 
gas wells are being found around Cleveland, 
with an occasionally good oil well. There has 
been just enough oil found to spur the trade 
on to more active work. This active gas 


drilling gives employment to many practical 
mechanics from the oil fields that were thrown 
out of employment due to the shut-down, 


Pennsylvania Fields. 


The T. W. Phillips Gas and Oil Company 
has been active, taking up leases in many 
parts of Butler county, in the old Pennsylva- 
nia fields, and will do some test work. The 
company has blocked up close to 10,000 acres 
and still has faith in the old districts of years 
ago, This company also has large holdings in 
Armstrong, Clarion and Allegheny counties. 

In Washington county, near Hill Station, in 
the old McMurray district, the Marie Oil and 
Gas Company’s test well on the A. Dewalt 
tract shows for a very small pumper after 
being drilled through the fifty-foot sand. In 
Greene county the Shear Oil and Gas Com- 


pany’s No. 4 on the Littman heirs tract, in 
the Mt, Morris district, pumped 10 barrels 

In Allegheny county, in the Redpath district, 
Cunningham & Co.’s test on the English tract, 
northeast of Bellevue, is very light and will 
probably be pulled out as no good. While 
drilling a well on the Luby tract, in the north- 
east corner of ‘Roulette township, Potter coun- 
ty, the Potter Gas Company struck a pocket 
of gas above where the drill was supposed to 
strike the gas sand, and the flowing gas 
caught fire and destroyed the rig along with 
the drilling tools and material around the 
well. 

West Virginia. 


Work in the West Virginia fields is stiii in 
a state of lethargy, and no indications of re- 
viving. Very few wells are reported from any 
section of the State and the amount of new 
work starting is very little as compared with 
this time a year ago, when the drill was ac- 
tive in every available section where there 
was any chance for getting a well, Moreover, 
the wildcatters were busy at that time trying 
out new territory and leaving nothing unturned 
to find new pools, and in the eagerness to 
make the discovery went far beyond the usual 
confines of the fields. There may be sOme ex- 
perimental work done in the spring, but there 
will not be the incentive that there was a year 
ago when the market was a dollar higher than 
at this time. The work throughout the State 
is located in old territory and is widely dis- 
tributed through many counties and districts. 

In the Birch district, at Rosedale, in Brax- 
ton county, there remains a little excitement 
in the salt sand, which is mostly confined to 
lots within the town. Another spot that at- 
traets some attention is at Spencer, the coun- 
ty seat of Roane county, which is also a salt- 
sand district, and work is being done on small 
acreage or town lots. Some wildcat work is 
starting in Harrison county and a little in 
Tyler county, but as a whole most of the work 
is confined to well-defined territory. Monon- 
zalia county is very quiet, while a little work 
is starting in Wetzel and Marion as well 
Lewis counties, all in the deep-sand fields. 
PDoddridge, Ritchie, Wood, Pleasants and other 
counties where shallow wells are found have 
the most work, as the cost is much less and 
the wells just about as good.

MID-CONTINENT PETROLEUM RE- 


PORT. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Feb. 15, 1914. 


The past week has been featureless so far 
as anything of special moment in the mid 
continent field has been concerned, except for 


the further cut from 45 to 40 cents in the price 
of crude by the Prairie Oil and Gas Company. 





It is quite safe to state that another reduc- 
tion to 35 cents is in order, making the figure 
agree witn the price producers made to the 
Prairie company’s Eastern customers by order 


of the common carrier law, : 

There is less field work, the production out- 
side of Cushing is going off rapidly, and even 
Cushing is letting up, in spite of its big well. 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company’s well at 
Paden is stil] shut in, The big Osage lease 
matter is to come up this month for consid- 
eration. The Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
has let the contract for its new pipe line east. 
Another company is in the field considering the 
matter of building an eight-inch line from 
Cushing to Coffeyville, Independence and Cha- 
nute. Large quantities of storage oil at 
Cushing are being sold to Standard Oil inter- 
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ests. During the past week the Prairie has 
closed its common purchaser offices at Tulsa 
and Bartlesville and hereafter will buy all oil 
from the Independence office. That company 
is contempiating the construction of an office 
building at Independence, according to reports 
C. J. Wrightsman has denied the report that 
he sold his Cushing property to the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. John Markham 
has sold his property at Cushing to the Stand- 


ard. It is rumored that B. B. and M, Jones 
have sold their large holdings to the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company, but this report is not 
generally believed. It is a fact, apparently, 
however, that ail Cushing operators are anx- 
ious to unload. It is predicted by all oil men 
that Cushing will not be making 100,000 bar- 


rels of oil a day a year from now; that when 
the slump comes Cushing will go to pieces like 
a collapsed halloon. Water is playing havoc. 
in many parts of the district already. The 
Quaker Oil Company last Thursday drilled in 
one of the biggest gushers reported in several 
weeks. It is located on the Sina Crow allot- 
ment, 5-18-7, half a mile south of the town 
of Oilton, in the north end of the Cushine 
district, It started at 6,800 barrels. It is 
these wells that are keeping up the reputation 
of the Cushing district, and until this gusher 


territory is all drilled Cushing will continue 
to a greater or less degree to maintain its 
output. The John Richardson allotment of 


eighty acres in this spur of the field was sold 
for $7,200. There is a great deal of interest 
in operations over toward Muskogee, where 
good wells are being found. There is a revival 
of interest in Okmulgee county. There is also 
considerable drilling now in the Osage. 

In a legislative way little was accomplished 
the latter part of last week, The Governor 
signed the conservation bill, but it is not be- 
iieved by the fraternity it will ever get into 
working order The commission is not dis- 
posed to attempt to enforce it until its consti- 
tutionality has been tested, and an opportunity 


to do that will be created at once. The gas 
conservation bill now before the Legislature 
in Oklahoma is more drastic than the oil bill, 
and the bill introduced by Davidson in ‘the 
Senate divorcing pipe lines and production is 
even worse than any of the other bills. The 
bill to reduce the inspection fee on kerosene 
and gasoline will be reported out of com- 
inittee this week. It is likely several changes 
will be made in it and that while it will not 
be all the refiners desire it will nevertheless 


be an improvement over the present bill. 
Altogther it may be said conditions generally 
are better than they were and that the indus- 
try would have a far better show of early 
resuscitation if the Oklahoma Legislature 
would adjourn immediately. f 

The Oklahoma State Legislature seems bent 
on passing drastic legislation immediately on 
the heels of a declaration of conservatism. It 
was thought when the legislature first went 
into session that the membership was excep- 
tionally conservative and would not pass any 
drastic or hurtful measures. The ‘‘conserva- 
tion’’ bill passed last week and signed on 
Thursday by the governor is probably one of 
the severest ever passed affecting the oil in- 
dustry. It places almost unrestricted power in 
tie Oklahoma Corporation Commission and 
gives it such control over the oil industry that 








a whimsical commission may place the oil in- 
dustry of Oklahoma ‘‘hors de combat’’ with a 
single wave of the hand. On top of this 
comes te introduction of a bill by Senator 


Davidson, of Tulsa, which outclasses all former 
drastic reform legislation touching corporations 
and will be especially severe upon independent 
refiners if it passes and is enforced. This law 
provides for segregation of pipe lines and pro- 








duc tion. A good number of refiners in the 
mid-continent field have built their own pipe 
lines and some of them have also acquired 


their own production, and it will be especially 
burdensome upon them to divorce these inter- 
ests. To make matters still worse, the con- 
servation bill passed last week provides that 
the Corporation Commission may pro rate the 
runs of all producers in proportion to the total 


market in times of over-production. This is 
made to interpret that if a refiner owns 1,500 
barrels a day production and is able to use 
all of it in ais refinery and his pro rate of 
the market demand is 1,000 barrels a day, he 
will only be permitted to take 1,000 barrels a 
day of his own production and pro rate the 
other 500 barrels necessary to operate his re- 
finery from other producers. It is believed 
this feature of the law is unconstitutional, 
violating the spirit of the constitution of the 
United States and abridging the rights and 
freedom 

The full text of Senator Davidson's divorce- 
ment bill is as follows 

“Section 1, Every person, firm, corporation 
or association now or hereafter engaged in the 
business of carrying or transporting in this 


State crude oil or petroleum or any by-product 


thereof by pipe line, or pipe lines, for “tire, 
compensation or otherwise, except those whose 
business is of such a nature and extent that 
the conduct thereof is not a matter of public 


consequence or the public has no need therein, 


shall be a common currier thereof as at com- 
mon law. 

“Sec 2. No person, firm, association or cor- 
poration exercising or claiming the right to 
carry or transport crude oil or petroleum, or 
any by-product thereof, by or through pipe 
line, or pipe lines, as a common earrier as 
herein defined, siall carry or transport within 
the limits of this State any crude oil or pe- 
troleum, or any by-product thereof, produced 
or manufactured in whole or in part by any 
such person, firm, association or corporation or 
in the production or manufacture of which 
such person, firm, association or corporation 


may have been interested directly or indirectly 





and no such person, firm, association or cor- 
poration shall carry or transport within the 
jimits of this State any crude oil or petroleum, 
or any by-product thereof produced or manu- 
factured in whole or in part by any corpora- 
tion controlled by any such person, firm, as- 
sociation or corporation, or by any corpora- 
tion affiliated wit* any such person, firm, as 
sociation or corporation by having the same 
controlling directors, stockholders or manage- 
ment. 

“Sec. 3. No person, firm, association or cor- 
poration exercising or claiming the right to 
carry or transport in this State crude oil or 
petroleum by or through pipe line or pipe 
lines as a commen carrier as herein defined, 
shall refuse or fai) to accept and transport any 


crude oil or petroleum accessible to the trans- 
portation line, or gathering lines of such per- 
son, firm, association or corpbdration when of- 
fered in quantities of 200 barrels or more. 
Provided, that whenever for any reason such 
firm, assoc‘ation or corporation shall 
be unable to accept and transport all the crude 
oil or petroleum cffered for transportation, te

PIPE LINE HEARING. 

A. A, Richards, president of the Oklahoma 
Oil Producers’ Agency, announces that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission will hold a 
hearing in Tulsa early in the spring on the 


application made by his association for a hori- 
zontal reduction in pipe line rates and for 
changes in the regulations governing the ship- 
ments of oil by ccmmon carrier. 

It is interesting to note that this association 
is urging cheaper carrying rates while the re- 
finers of the mid-continent field are opposed to 
a reduction in the tariffs It is maintained 
by some producers also who do not agree with 
Mr. Richards that a low carrying rate will 
simply serve to knock down the market price 
Had the carrying rates been lower the pro- 
ducers of the Cushing pool the last two months 
would have been selling their oil to Eastern 
refiners much lower than they did. As it was, 
they sold as low as the carrying rates would 
let them, and in consequence the price of crude 
barrel. This is a sug-

gestion of what lower carrying rates will do 
to the producer. What they will do to the 
refiner will be even more serious. A low 
carrying rate will put every refinery in the 
mid-continent field on the blinker. It will 


make possible small local plants all along the 
trunk lines east and make only local plants 
on all big refineries at present in the mid- 
continent field, and the tendency will be_hurt- 
ful to all concerned. So far it has proved that 
common carrier has not helped in the least 
the oil industry and cheaper carrying rates 
are not going to help any one. In Oklahoma, 
for instance, the refiner is to-day forced to 
sell his kerosene at about 1% cents a gallon 
to the retailer and the retailer {s charging the 
farmer and other consumers 15 cents for it; 
the Oklahoma refiner is selling gasoline to the 
retailer for 6% cents and the consumer is 
paying 15 to 18 cents for it.

But 
there are few big wells being found in Kansas 
these days and, of couse. it is this fact that 
makes the price. When there were big wells 
the price was two cents or less a thousand. A. 
R. Jones has drilled in a million and a half 
well on the Madde form in 6-32-16, just north 


of Independence. Tis well will make a nice 
return on the investment. Beeler & Campbell 


are getting some good wells at Wayside and 
are delivering the gas to the Kansas Natural 
Gas Company. 

Guffey & Galey, and Isett & Son are drilling 
another test well on the Thompson farm two 
miles northwest of Oak Valley, in Elk county. 
It is located near the test drilled last summer

KENTUCKY 


(From the 








Barbourville, Ky., Feb. 17, 1915. 
Until a return of better weather little prog 
ress is expected in the Kentucky fields. The 
trade is patiently awaiting a time when the 
highways will permit the movement of ma- 
chinery to new locations without the present 
considerable expense involved, In the mean- 
time little new work is being started, only 


those districts of lower Kentucky, where wells 
are closely grouped and drilling between lines 
48 resorted to, showing the usual activity. 
Wayne country, with the proven areas around 
Parmleysville, Stubensville, Pisgah and Cooper, 





is furnishing about the only new production 
just now, and wells from that region are of 
lighter capacity than was formerly shown. 


Three new completions have been made in the 
Wayne county field, one being a failure and 
the other showing a yield of 16 and 5 barrels, 
respectively. The completions were made in 
the Cooper and Pisgah districts. New work is 
starting up at a better rate and Wayne coun 
ty’s operations are expected to take on addi- 
tional vigor with the approach of spring. 
Storage now is ample for the production of the 
field and prices are a little better than were 
obtained during the fall season. 

The week was without significance in the 
other districts of lower Kentucky. Allen coun- 
ty operators are prosecuting new developments 
on a smaller scale than formerly. Only one 
new completion has been reported from the 
Rodemer district in two weeks, a strike of 15 


barrels’ capacity being credited to that field. 
With the success following the shallow-sand 
operations in Allen county it is said that new 
developments will shortly be inaugurated in 
Barren county, a bordering field which showed 
considerable activity several years ago. Ken- 
tucky operators propose to drill over the Floyd 
Creek country, where many shallow-sand punc- 
tures were made, and endeavor to line up the 
country with the Allen county production. 
Wildeatting in Metcalf county, an unknown 
proposition in the same region, has been with- 
out result thus far. One venture, drilled dur- 
ing the past few days, failed to show oil, ac- 
cording to reports from that district. 


In the upper Kentucky districts very little 
new work has been undertaken for several 
weeks. The deep-sand fields, centered in the 


counties of Wolfe, Morgan and Lawrence, have 
failed to figure in completed work since the be- 
ginning of the year. In each county two or 
three wells are drilling, but bad weather has 
retarded progress, It is expected that the ap- 
proach of better weather will bring into com- 
mission numerous idle drills. The territory is 
one of promise, especially since the existence 
has been proven of the Berea grit over a wide 
area. Low prices have kept down the search 
for extensions, but a few developed spots will 
show some activity, and any advance in prices 
during the year will doubtless lead to a re- 
newal of wildcatting. ° 

As soon as weather conditions permit Penn- 
Sylvania operators propose to start a new 
campaign in Knox county, in the southeastern 
section of the State.

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 14, 1915. 
Beyond the continued inactivity of all field 
operations in the California oil fields there is 
little to report for the past week. The present 
rate of production points to a very low figure 
for the month, and the present curtailment of 
operations points to no increase in production 
for the immediate future. 


——s 

That the oil industry has been profitable to 
the leading oil companies in the State was 
shown by the amount of dividends disbursed 
last week. The amount which represented in 
most cases quarterly dividends was $500,000. 
This is aside from the royalty profits of pri- 
vate individuals and small concerns. The Pro- 
ducers’ Transportation Company dividend of 
$105,000 was the leading payment of the 
month. The Columbia’s quarterly disbursement 
was $50,000, and the Fullerton Oil Company’s 
quarterly payment of $30,000. Other dividends 
paid are as follows, with sums ranging be- 
tween $3,000 and $15,000:—Caribou, West 
Coast, Western Union, Section Twenty-five, 
Rice Ranch, State Consolidated, San Fran- 
cisco and McKittrick, Pinal Dome, United and 
Olinda. Quarterly dividends of one-half of 1 
per cent., aggregating $10,000. were paid out 
by the Olinda and the United Oil companies. 

A sensation which lasted but a short time 
was caused by eruption of well No. 5 on the 
Orange lease owned by the Columbia Oil Pro- 
ducing Company in the Fullerton district. The 
well had just been drilled to 2,700 feet by 
rotary when 10-inch casing was successfully 
landed. No gas pockets or signs of oil had 
been found to any great degree. The hole 
had been idle for two days when, without 
warning, it began to flow. For about six hours 
it gushed at the rate of 5,C00 barrels. When 
the flow had subsided the hole was examined, 
and it was found that the oil and sand had 
been thrown at its most vigorous eruptions 
150 feet in the air. The oil was about 75 per 
cent. emulsion. The hole is to be deepened 
with standard tools. It is but a short way 
from the famous Birch well, which is making 
at present about 1,400 barrels per day. 

Although the small gasoline refiners are fac- 
ing a hardship through the recent cut made 
by the Standard Oil Company, the Standard 
itself is enjoying a flourishing exportation of 
that particular grade of oil. Recent shipments 
by the Standard of 5,000,000 gallons were 
made to Australia and Japan. The big tanker 
Richmond left San Francisco several days ago 
for Denmark via the canal and New York. 
She will tow a barge, and the two vessels will 
earry 4,250,000 gallons of high grade gasoline. 
Under the new rulings of the customs house 
the destination of the cargo will not be given 
out till thirty days after the date of sailing, 
but it is shrewdly guessed by marketing oil 
men that the gasoline is being shipped to one 
of the warring nations. The price there now 
is high, and the cargo is expected to bring big 
money. 

The Standard has been its Rich- 
mond force from time to time, and recently 
put on fifty more men on shipping, and now 
three shifts of men follow each other through- 
out the day in filling the kerosene and gasoline 
shipments. Japan, China, Australia and Eu-

rope are now taking the Richmond products 
in increasing quantities, and the shipments of 
high grade oil products now exceed anything 
of like character in the past. 


The Coalinga fields have recently been visited 
by F. J. Sur, geologist of world note, recently 
employed by British capital to inspect good 
looking oil properties. He expressed the belief 
that vast undeveloped territory remains in Cal- 
ifornia, that past failure has often resulted 
from lack of accurate geological knowledge, 
and when work is done on more scientific lines 
better results will be obtained in places where 
none were had before.

Laughlin has finally concluded his efforts with 
the drawing up of a Senate bill No. 916, for 
which the State Mining Bureau will be spon- 
sor. The fundamental provisions of the bill 
are as follows: 

First, a separate 





department of the State 
Mining Bureau is created, to be known as the 
department of petroleum and gas, and under 
the general supervision of the State mineralo- 





gist, whose salary is increased $400 per annum 
to cover the additional work. ; . 
The new department is to be in the direct 


charge of a supervisor appointed by the min- 
eralogist for a four-year term, and who is to 
be known as the State oil and gas super- 
visor, with an annual salary of $4,000. He is 
also allowed traveling expenses and the right 
to employ needed help and fix their compensa- 
lon. 
: ae collected to the amount of $35,000 an- 
nually are made available for the expenses of 


the department. ‘The fees will be levied in 
the form of taxes upon all natural gas sold 
commercially, 6,000 cubie feet being consid- 


ered for such taxation purposes as equal to one 
barrel of oil, the rate to be fixed by the State 
Board of Equalization. 

The oil and gas supervisor will appoint not 
more than four deputies. to hold office at his 
pleasure at salaries fixed by him, each to be 
assigned to a district where he must maintain 
an office, to be open at specified times. 

Eae’2 deputy’s duty will be to collect 
plte data as to all oil wells in his district, and 
maps and drawings to determine the 
and extent of water trouble, so as to

Pennsylvania Germicide Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 15, 1915. 
Representative Max Aron, of Philadel- 
phia, introduced in the House a measure 


regulating the manufacture and sale, and 
to prevent the adulteration and mis- 
branding of disinfectants, deodorants, 
antiseplics and germicides for external 
use, and to regulate the labeling: of these 
preparations. The measure provides that 
these articles shall bear a label showing 
the phenol co-efficient or relative germ- 
icidal strength of the preparations as 
compared with pure phenol in determin- 
ing the germicidal value. The method of 


testing shall be made according to the 
Hygienic Laboratory phenol co-efficient 
employed by the United States’ Public 
Health Service, and all such products 
shall be readily soluble in water. The 
fine for violations of the act shall not 
exceed $50. .

Germany Limits Exports of Chemi- 
cals and Dyestuffs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 19, 1915. 
Intimations received here to the ef- 
fect that advices have reached importers 


in New York to the effect that the gov- 
ernment of Germany has a plan for 
“shutting off all supplies of chemicals 
coming to this country, because they 
have proof that much of this material 
has been re-exported to England,’ find 
no justification so far as any Official 
advices have reached the executive de- 
partments of the government. 

So far as can be learned here, the 


State Department has received no infor- 
mation from Germany intended to change 
the adopted policy of Germany early in 
the war of allowing a certain monthly 
ratio of chemicals to be exported. 

The latest advices received by the State 
Department upon this subject were con- 
veyed in a cablegram from Ambassador 
Gerard within the past few days, in 
which, while consenting to continued ex- 
ports of indigo from Germany to meet 
the requirements of the cotton textile 
manufacturers in the United States, the 
intimation was given that the govern- 
ment of Germany and the dyestuffs man- 
ufacturers in that country are not will- 
ing at this time to increase the volume 
of monthly exports of these chemicals. 
There was an intimation given in_ this 
cablegram that the suggestions made by 
American importers of indigo and other 
dyestuffs of plans to insure that none of 
these products are re-exported were sat- 
isfactory to the German Government, and 
that the stocks of indigo asked for would 
be supplied. It appears, however, that 
in comnection with this request for an 
increased shiupment of indigo a request 
was made that the volume of chemicals 
exported from Germany each month be 
increased. This request, the Ambassador 
stated, could not be granted, as it was 


thought advisable to adhere to the 
ent policy of limited exports. 
There are no intimations 
time of a purpose on the part of 
German Government to _ prevent 
gether the export of chemicals 
that country. 
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Pennsylvania Narcotic Drug Bill. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 15, 1915. 
A measure, strictly prescribing the con- 
ditions under which narcotics can be sold 


was introduced in the Senate by D. P. 
Gerberich, of Lebanon county. This pro- 
vides that in filling prescriptions a pre- 
scription calling for more than four 
grains of morphine or thirty grains of 
opium or two grains of heroin, or four 
zrains of codeine, or two grains of co- 
caine shall not be filled unless the issu- 
ance and correctness thereof be verified. 
The sale, or distribution, of these drugs 


registered physicians, 
pharmacists, dentists and veterinarians, 
except, of course, by manufacturers, 
wholesalers, assistants, hospitals, dis- 
pensaries, public institutions and the like. 

The name and residence of the persons 
to whom the drugs are prescribed shall 
be registered and the prescriptions shall 
be kept on file for two years. No pre- 
scription containing any of these drugs 
shall be filled more than once. Veterin- 
arians are prohibited from prescribing 
for human beings. 

The bill is explicit regarding the meth- 
ods under which the drugs may be sold, 
providing for the form of blanks to be 
filled out when written application is 
made of manufacturers or jobbers. The 
fines for violations range from $100 to 
$1,000, and the imprisonment terms from 
six months to two years, or both. The 
Siate Pharmaceutical Examining Board 
is given police authority to enforce the 
provisions of the act, and $10,000 is appro- 
priated for the use of the board. The 
act becomes effective January 1, 1916. 

The House has passed finally the bill of

the supply of dyes or from making the 
by-products incidental to the manufac- 


ture of dyes. . 
The terms of the proposed agreement 
to be entered into between users of dyes 
and the company have been considerably 
modified in favor of the users. 

An option has already been obtained 
for the acquisition of important dye- 
making works, and negotiations for other 
options of a like character are in prog- 
ress, while there is reason to believe that 
arrangements satisfactory to both parties 
can be made with important producers 
in Switzerland. Early steps will be taken 
to develop the supply of dyes both by 
the enlargement of the plants of the un- 
dertakings acquired and in other ways. 


It is proposed that the company shall 
take powers to arrange for the assist- 
ance of a committee of experts con- 


versant with the dyeing trade and its re-

Joseph Alexander Velsor, pioneer 
porter and handler of foreign and do- 
mestlic botanical drugs, who had been 
actively engaged in this branch of the 
New York drug trade for more than 
sixty years, died last Monday, February 
15, after a month's illness, with edema 
of the lungs, in his residence at 105 Mc- 
Donough street, Brooklyn. 

Mr. Velsor was born in New York 
on May 3, 1834, and was therefore in his 
eighty-first year. He obtained an ele- 
mentary education in the grammar 
schoois and was graduated from the New 
York Free Academy in _ 1852. Shortly 
after completing his course of studies at 
that institution he entered the employ.-of 
William T. Peek, who had founded in 
1840 the drug business which Mr. Velsor 
was later to control. The business then, 
as now, was conducted at 9 Gold street. 
After serving a few years in various ca- 
pacities with this house, he became a 
partner in the business, which then be- 
came known as Peek & Velsor, and, after 
the death of Mr. Peek, he was senior 
partner in th firm, with his son as 
junior partner, continuing as such until 
his death.

Co-Operative Buying By Painters. 


A number of well-known master paint- 
ers from Manhattan and the Bronx gath- 
ered at a dinmer at Ebling’s Casino, 156th 
street and St. Ann’s avenue, New York, 
on Thursday evening for the purpose of 
laying plans for a more effective cam- 
paign among the trade in this city in 
order to promote the plan of co-operative 
buying originated by the United Wall 
Paper and Decorators’ Association, In- 
corporated, of which most of those pres- 
ent were members. 

After the dinner Herman Ziegel, coun- 
sel of the company, made an adress on 
“Concentration,” showing the power pos- 
sessed by the members of the associa- 
tion if they will concentrate their pur- 
chases, instead of scattering them among 
a large number of different manufactur- 





s. 

William H. Oliver pointed out that co- 
operative buying cut out the waste at- 
tendant on the profit taken by the jobber 
and retailer when the individual painter 
buys in small quantities; it also reduced 
the selling cost to the manufacturer, and 
removed the necessity for expensive and 





wasteful advertising in_ periodicals of 
general circulation. When conducted 
through an association like this it re- 


lieved the manufacturer from the cost of 
local deliveries and also from bad debts. 
He showed, as an example, that if the 
members would overcome prejudice and 
would standardize their requirements 
they wvuld find that they could do all 
their work with not more than four to 
six different graues of varnish at the 
most, and that manufacturers would be 
willing to furnish varnish in accordance 
with specifications at a far lower price 
than they ask for the same material 
bearing fancy labels and _ trade-mark 
names. He thought the association had 
suilicient influence with the architects 
and property cwners to induce them to 
accept its standards. 

Addresses were also given by John W. 
Grimmer, Carl H. Dahelstein and others 
pledging support to the association. An 
active campaign is promised to try to in- 


duce all reputable master painters, of 
good credit, in Greater New York to 
come into the association and use its 


purchasing bureau in buying all neces- 
sary supplies. 

The association has permanent head- 
quarters and an executive office at room 
422, 1128 Broadway, New York city, with 
office hours on Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons. 





General Chemical Company’s Capital 
Capital Stock Increase.

Only a fair volume of business has 
been done in the drug market within 
the week, and with the exception of a 
further reduction in quotations for 
opium, glycerine and ethy! alcohol, and 
further sharp advances in phenol deri- 
vatives, sage leaves, Russian canthar- 
ides and ergot, thymol and coumarin, 
there have been few price movements 
worthy of consequence. The week's re- 
vision of asking figures has shown 
about an equal number of recessions 
and uplifts. 

Apparently the approaching enforce- 
ment of the Harrison or Federal opium- 
cocaine sales reuulatinn law is exerting 
a strongly restrictive influence upon 
purchases of opium in all forms and 
upon all derivatives thereof, as the de- 
mand for these narcotics has dimin- 
ished greatly of late, while receipts of 
the gum have increased despite the 
efforts of the Turkish Government to 
insure against the sale of the gum to 
the allied Powers of Europe via the 
United States. As a result local im- 
porters and other holders of this com- 
modity have lowered their prices in the 
hope of encouraging buying operations 
in this country. 

There has been no relief from the 
shortage of carbolic acid in the United 
States, and prices for the many phenol 
derivatives do not seem likely to recede 
until importations of this acid become 
much more liberal or the domestic out- 
put is augmented materially. 

Japanese products, such as menthol 
and Japan wax, have continued to 
manifest an upward tendency in con- 
sequence of the recent noteworthy rais- 
ing of ocean freights from the country 
of production to this country and a 
resultant advance in the import cost 
of these goods. 

As no material progress appears to 
have been made by the German Potash 
Syndicate toward inducing the German 
Government to permit shipments of 
the so-caled ‘“‘denatured” potash salts, 
there has continued to be a marked 
searcity of these goods and of all the 
potash derivatives in the American 
markets, which has once more been re- 
flected in the naming of higher prices 
for some of the medicinal potash prep- 
arations. 

Among the advances in prices, in ad- 
dition to those mentioned above, have 
been those in crude fusel oil, nitrate of 
silver, myrbane oil, salol, perman- 
ganate of potash, benzoate of soda, 
benzoic acid, cascara sagrada bark, 
synthetic wintergreen oil, or methyl 
salicylate; short buchu leaves, digitalis 
leaves, henbane, laurel leaves, cara- 
way, natural coriander, yellow German 
popy and English and Bulgarian rape 
seeds, and most grades of black and 
white pepper. On the other hand, de- 
clines have been recorded, outside of 
those set forth above, in Burgundy 
pitch, corn syrup and corn sugar, 
lupulin, naphthaline, low melting point 
crude paraffine, French fennel seed, 
bleached cardamoms, false unicorn or 
helonias root, belladonna leaves, Su- 
matra gum benzoin, Valencia saffron 
flowers, French pennyroyal, erigeron 
oil, anise oil, green label Tahiti vanilla 
beans, sweet orange peel, in the form 
of Malaga ribbons, and balsam tolu.

OPIUM. 


With further receipts of the gum 
pressing upon the market and the re- 
strictive influence exerted upon pur- 


chasing operations by the proximity 
of the enforcement of the Harrison 
law, accompanied by a compulsory in- 
ventory taking in this marcotie and 
its derivatives, New York importers 
and other leading handlers have felt 
impelled to lower their prices again, 
this time to the extent of 75c. Re- 
vised quotations for druggists’ quali- 
ty gum on spot are therefore $7.75 in 
cases and $7.80 in jobbing quantities, 
while that for the powdered grade is 
$9.25 and that for the granular grade 
is $9.50. Only a light demand is now 


reported for any description of the 
commodity. Latest arrivals at the lo- 
cal port have included 126 cases from 


Genoa. Opium in bond at the port 
of Boston on January 31 is reported 
to have amounted to 217 pounds, val- 
ued at $1,137, the same quantity and 
the same value as were recorded at 
the corresponding time last year. 
MORPHINE. 


Though a moderate export demand 
continues to be noted for this deriva- 
tive, domestic purchasing is still con- 
fined to small proportions, agd Amer- 


ican manufacturers and handlers of 
this article are reluctant to approach 
the compulsory inventory taking, re- 


quired in the provisions of the Har- 
rison law, with greater stocks than 
are required to fill current require- 
ments. Domestic makers continue to 
hold their output on a bulk basis of 
$5 per ounce for the acetate, muriate 
and sulphate, in 10-ounce lots, in one 
delivery. 
CODEINE, 


Domestic manufacturers are. still 
offering their output on a bulk basis of 
$6.45 for the alkaloid, muriate and 
nitrate forms, in 25-ounce lots, in one 
delivery. Business in this opium de- 
rivative is restricted to some extent 
at present by the proximity of in- 
ventory taking demanded in comply- 
ing with the terms of the Federal 
opium-cocaine sales regulation act. 

QUININE, 

Evidence of unabated strength in the 
European salts markets has been sup- 
plied within the week by the realiza- 
tion at an auction in London of an 
average price of 1s. 1%d. for a lot of 
10,000 ounces of sulphate and in the 
maintenance of correspondingly high 
figures in the Continental markets, in 
consequence of the steadily increasing 
demand and somewhat contracted out- 
put of the salts makers, as well as 
because of a curtailment of shipments 
of cinchona bark from Java to Europe, 
illustrated in the comparatively small 
exports for January. The next Am- 
sterdam salts sale is scheduled for Feb- 
ruary 26, when offerings will again 
consist of 50,000 dunces of British phar- 


macopoeial quality salts, but before 
this is held the next Amsterdam sale 
of druggists’ quality bark will take 


place on February 25. Domestic salts

BEANS. 


VANILLA.—In the absence of more 
than a light buying movement on the 
part of extract makers, who are in- 
clined to the belief that they will ob- 
tain stocks of all descriptions of these 
beans at still lower figures by with- 
holding their purchases somewhat 
longer, there has been no recovery in 
the primary or domestic markets of 
late, and some operators here still hold 
very weak views. As soon as pur- 
chasing operations are resumed in 
large proportions, however, a_ sharp 
uplift is looked for, as it now appears 
probable that the bulk of the 1914-1915 
Mexican crop will take the form of 
cuts. Some purchases of the new crop 
green beans have recently been made 
from the native Mexican growers by 
the curers remaining in the Papantla 
and Gutierrez-Zamora districts, and 
offers of the new crop cuts are now 
being made by these curers to the New 
York operators. The 1914-1915 yield of 
Mexican beans, however, is reported to 
be less than half that for the previous 
season, and the outlook still suggests 
the conversion of the bulk of this out- 
put into cuts. A strong market for 
sound Mexican whole beans is there- 
fore deemed highly probable before 
the end of this year. A few local op- 
erators continue to offer some recured 
Mexican whole beans at $2.50, but a 
majority of these handlers are still 
holding out for $2.75 for these heans, 
while quoting $3 and $3.25 for the beans 
of sound keeping quality. Mexican 


cuts are also being offered as low as 
$2.25 in some instances for off-quality 
goods, but the better varieties are 


commanding $2.50, $2.75 and $3. 

Bourbons are being offered freely to 
American operators by the Paris and 
other French operators, in view of the 
curtailed consumption in France and 
the difficulties attending the market- 
ing of these beans among other Con- 
tinental consumers, outside of Italy 
and Switzerland. Increasing quantities 
are reaching Marseilles from the pro- 
ducing islands, and, as the French op- 
erators are taking easier views, local 
operators are still quoting their stocks 
at a parity with Mexican cuts, the ask- 
ing figures ranging from $2.50 to $3. 

South Americans are in very scanty 
supply, but, in sympathy with the re- 
cent sharp break in other beans, these 
goods are being quoted by the few 
holders here at $2.75@3.50, according 
to quality. 

Tahitis are in only light supply here 
and on the Pacific Coast, as the latest

available, prices for all the high—melt- 
ing—point grades of crude and refined 
goods are being very strongly held. 
Low melting point crude, however, is 
being offered freely at lower figures, 
represented by a range of 24%@3c. for 
the 120@122 degrees melting point. The 
big powers of Europe continue anxious 
buyers of all the high-melting point 
grades and are generally refusing to 
permit the exportation of all such va- 
rieties of this commodity.

Irregular price changes have char- 
acterized the local chemical market 
during the past week. Trading has 
not been unusually active, although a 
good call for specialties has been 
noted. The potash products have, re- 
tained a very firm position and in sev- 
eral varieties an appreciable reduction 
in local holdings has brought about 
an advance in prices. Caustic potash 
is exceedingly scarce on spot and the 
market is decidedly higher. Carbon- 
ate of potash is in firm tendency, with 
sharp advances noted in certain sorts. 
Chlorate of potash maintains a strong 
position with spot offerings limited. 
Oxalic acid has advanced under light 
spot offerings. Blue vitriol has ad- 
vanced one-quarter cent per pound in 
sympathy with the strength in the 
metal. Carbonate of copper has been 
advanced one-half cent to i18lec. a 
pound minimum, under the strength 
of the metal. Bleaching powder is 
moving quietly and is a shade easier, 
due to the competition of certain im- 
porters. Red arsenic has declined one 
cent a pound. White arsenic displayed 
a slightly firmer tone, with demand a 
little broader. Competit'on in tartaric 
acid is noted, but prices have not been 
altered materially on spot. Chloride 
of barium is commanding $48 a ton on 
spot, while shipments are obtainabie 
at $45. Carbonate of zinc has ad- 
vanced %4c. a pound and is now held 
at 8%c. minimum. It is stated that 
stocks of chemicals are so congested 
in London that the British Govern- 
ment has appointed a committee to 
adopt ways and means to relieve traf- 
fic. An attempt iis being made in 
3Jreat Britain to form an association 
to protect and develop the heavy 
chemical trade and prepare for con- 
tingencies which may arise at the 
termination of the war. Below is a 
detailed market report concerning the 
principal items of chemical interest. 
There is also a summary of the Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Philadelphia chem- 
ical markets:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no material 
change in conditions governing this 
item. Demand is reported normal, and 
leading sellers are naming old prices 
for new contracts. Sellers quote le. 
for bulk in car lots and 1.10c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works. A premium of 1-5c. is 
exacted on all deliveries in this sec- 
tion, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — Official 
figures regarding importations for De- 
cember show that total arrivals 
amounted to 1,476,953 pounds, valued 
at $14,650, compared with 5,832,348 
pounds, valued at $48,895, for the same 
month in 1913. Importations for the 
ealendar year amounted to 34,539,954 
pounds, valued at $332,792, compared 
with 61,605,077 pounds, valued at $510,- 
120, for 1913, and 74,235,256 pounds, 
valued at $597,002, in 1912. Consuming 
inquiry continues quiet. German 
bleach, in limited quantities, was of- 
fered sparingly at 1.30c. a pound on 
spot. Domestic was unchanged. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Local business is 
progressing quietly. Export inquiry is 
reported fair, but little real business is 
being placed on account of the exces- 
sive ocean freight rates. Contracts are 
quoted at 1.40@1.50c. on the basis of 
60 per cent. for the 70@76 per cent. 
and 60 per cent. at the usual 10c. per 
100 pounds advance f. o. b. makers’ 
works; less than car lots are quoted 
at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 60 per 
cent., over car lot prices: powdered 
76 per cent. is held at 2@2'6c., accord- 
ing to quality and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—Dealers report a slow 
movement in this material. Conditions 
surrounding the glassmaking industry 
are not satisfactory and production is 
said to have been curtailed. Con- 
tracts for salt cake are held at 55c. 
per 100 pounds for bulk shipment in 
ear lots. 

SAL SODA.—The former = selling 
schedule remains effective for car- 
bonate and the tone of the market con- 
tinues steady regardless of the desul- 
tory character of trading. Contracts 
are held at .60c. and up in barrels f. 
o. b. distributing point, less the usual 
discount terms. On spot lots of con- 
ecentrated sellers quote on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms Of sale. 

SODA ASH.— Additional business 
continues along quiet lines and the 
movement at present is said to be 
chiefly against old orders. Single car 
lots of 58 per cent. are held at 60c. 
Large contracts of light 58 per cent. 
are quoted at 57%c. per 100 pounds, 
basis of 48 per cent., in bags; 62%ec. 
basis of 48 per cent. in barrels; car- 
load lots f. o. b. makers’ works. The 
48 per cent. test is quoted at 67%ec. 
per 100 pounds in bags and 72%ec. per 


100 pounds in barrels, carload lots 
f. o. b. makers’ works. Less than car- 
load lots are quoted at 10c. per 100 
pounds, basis of 48 per cent., over car- 
load quotations. 


ACIDS, 


ACETIC.—Consuming demand is re- 
ported quiet, but the market retains a 
steady position in sympathy with crude 
material. Spot offerings are quoted at 
1%@2c. for 28 per cent., the inside fig- 
ure being for car Ists. Glacial 99% 
per cent. is held at 7%c. for round 
parcels, with small lots quoted up 
to &S%e. 

MURIATIC.—Small additional lots 
are prompting moderate attention for 
miscellaneous consuming purposes and 
the market remains steady at lately 
prevailing quotations. Spot offerings 
are quoted on the basis ‘of 1.15@1.85c. 
for 18 degrees in carboys, spot delivery. 
The inside figure is for round lots. 

NITRIC.—Strength in raw material 
is reflected in th firm tone of the acid 
market, but sellers’ views are un- 
changed. Spot offerings are held at 
3%@4'6c. for 36 degrees, as to quality 
and seller; other grades are propor- 
tionately higher, according to strength. 

OXALIC.—Importations for Decem- 
ber amounted to 408,235 pounds, valued 
at $24,567, compared with 640,879 
pounds, valued at $31,260, for the same 
month in 1913. Importations for the 
calendar year amounted to. 8,164,938 
pounds, valued at $423,491, compared 
with 7,422,935 pounds, valued at 
$365,254, in 1913, and 7,390,771 pounds, 
valued at $371,887, in 1912. Spot offer- 
ings have been reduced and the mar- 
ket is firmer, with leading dealers 
naming 138c. a pound minimum. 

SULPHURIC.—Exports for Decem- 
ber amounted to 4,166,308 pounds, 
valued at $49,548, against 1,140,647 
pounds, valued at $13,184, for the same 
month in 1913. Exports for the calen- 
valued at $140,375, against 9,689,005 
pounds, valued at $103,725, in 1913, and 
10,262,923 pounds, valued at $93,983, in 
1912. Export inquiry has been a fea- 
ture to the market of late. Local 
dealers quote contracts at 85c. for 60 
degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, prices 
representing acid in drum containers. 
Battery acid is held at 1%c. in car- 
boys, and oleum 14 @11éc. in drums and 
tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—Sellers’ views are about 
steady on the basis of previous quota- 
tions. An active exchange of small lots 
is reported. Crystals are held at 37c. a 
pound and powdered at 38c. Cream of 
tartar is quoted at 29@30c. a pouid, 
according to seller. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Foreign ship- 
ments during December amounted to 
1,720,122. pounds, valued at $31,935, 
against 3,856,131 pounds, valued at 
$95,680, for the same month in 1913. 
Exports for the calendar year amount- 
ed to 47,896,901 pounds, valued at 
$852,526, compared with 74,055,608 
pounds, valued at $2,157,866, in 1913, and 
76,562,863 pounds, valued at $1,890,791, in 
1912. The local market remains quiet 
and steady, with sellers naming 2@ 
2.05c. a pound, according to quantity. 

ALUM.—Sales of moderate quantities 
are noted in addition to regular con- 
tracts, but consumers do not appear 
eager to operate heavily at the pres- 
ent time. Lump alum is held at 24%@ 
2%c. a pound, ground 2.60@2%c., and 
powdered 34%@4c., according to quan- 
tity. Sulphate of alumina is held at 
1.10@1.30c. a pound for low grade, and 
i14@a@1%c. for high grade, according to 
quantity. 

ARKSENTIC.—Importations for the 
month of December amounted to 216,778 
pounds, valued at $11,140, compared 
with 308,865 pounds, valued at $11,451, 
for the same month last year. Impor- 
tations for the calendar year were 
4,079,372 pounds, valued at $165,266, com- 
pared with 6,688,216 pounds, valued at 
$285,537, in 1913, and 6,758,946 pounds, 
valued at $246,815, in 1912. Sellers re- 
port a slightly steadier tone to the 
market and quote spot at 44%@4\%c. In 
some. quarters it was intimated that 
the inside figure could be shaded on a 
firm offer. Red arsenic has been re- 
duced lic. a pound and is now obtain- 
able at 7c. on spot. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Exports for De- 
cember amounted to 75,148 pounds, 
valued at $3,296, compared with 231,942 
pounds, valued at $11,235, for the same 
month in 1913 Exports for the cal- 
endar year were 7,387,236 pounds, 
valued at $327,967, compared with 
4,168,675 pounds, valued at $211,753, in 
1913, and 6,828,657 pounds, valued at 
$325,120, in 1912. Carlots have been ad- 
vanced to 5c. a pound, minimym, and 
smaller lots to 5.10c. and up. 

BRIMSTONE.—Foreign arrivals of 
sulphur during the month of Decem- 
ber amounted to 649 tons, valued at 
$12,734, compared with 535 tons, valued

Chemical Glassware. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers sustained the claim of the 
Henry Heil Chemical Company, of St. 
louis, relating to the classification of 
merchandise known as “glass wool.”’ It 
Was assessed under paragraph 98 of the 
tariff act of 19 at 6) per cent. ad va- 
lorem The claim was for duty at 45 
per cent ad valorem under paragraph 
104 as “‘manufactures of glass.””. The 
board held that the merchandise falls 
within the provisions of paragraph 109, 
reading ‘“‘all glass or manufactures of 


glass or paste or of which glass or paste 
is the component material of chief value, 
not specially provided for in this sec- 
tion.” The action of the surveyor was 
reversed, 


Peach Kernel Oil,

Saturday Noon, Feb. 20, 1915. 
There has been an improved call for 
many fertilizer materials during the 
week, and a better tone is in evidence 
throughout the trade in-general. The 
inability to secure supplies of potash 
salts is proving important, but manu- 
facturers are said to have completed 
plans for the spring trade and can get 
along without further supplies from 
Germany The animal ammoniates, 
especially blood and tankage, have been 
moving more freely this week, Mak- 
ers of cyanamid report a better call 
for their goods and good interest has 
been shown in nitrate of soda and sul 
phate of ammonia. The phosphates 
are meeting with a fairly good call 
and may be favored later on, because 
of the scarcity of potash salts. Prices 


for most fertilizer materials have been 
firmer in the past few weeks. A Dill 
has been introduced in the Assembly 
at Albany, New York, amending the 
agricultural law relative to fertilizers. 
This bill provides that in the case of 
nitrogen the source from which de- 


rived shall be indicated on each pack- 


age. The bill has been advanced to 
third reading. A story on the import 
trade of fertilizer materials for 1914 
will be found on another page of this

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 
CYANAMID.—Leading 


sellers say 


that the improvement in cyanamid 
sales that materialized about. the 
middle of January continues and 
grew until now the volume is _ in 
excess of the same period last 
year. Sales for February thus far 


are considerably ahead in numbers of 
contracts and total tonnage of the en- 
tire month last year. Inquiries are 
mostly from the South and Middle 
West, and bear out the opinion held 
for some time that manufacturers in 
these sections delayed contracting for 
their spring requirements pending 
definite information on the outcome of 
last year’s collections—the potash 
situation and the probable attitude of 
farmers toward mixtures of ammonia 
and phosphoric acid. The larger com- 
panies in the South are seemingly pre- 
paring to furnish all the ammonia and 
phosphoric acid mixtures that can be 
sold, and without regard now for their 
inability to obtain or customers’ de- 
mands for potash. Some of the small 


Scuthern mixers have given notice to 
their customers that by reason of 
backward collections and failure to re- 
ceive potash no goods will be mixed 
and sold this year. The larger com- 
panies, however, believe this action 
will advance their interests in attract- 
ing and selling new customers mix- 


tures of ammonia and phosphoric acid. 
We expect the present active market 
to prevail, and because of delayed mix- 
ing operations that Southern buying 
for the current season will extend well 
into the month of April. For prompt 
acceptance—February and March ship-

Many of the articles of the dye mar- 
ket are in an unsettled position just at 
present. Among these may be men- 
tioned aniline oil and salts, bichromate 
and prussiate of potash, and zinc dust. 
Aniline oil and salt are practically 
nominal in price because of the diffi- 
culty experienced in getting supplies 
to this country, and domestic produc- 
tion has not reached the stage where 
it can make up for the loss of im- 
ported offerings. Bichromate and 
prussiate of potash are affected by the 
fact that supplies of muriate of potash 
are cut off. If this condition con- 


tinues for any length of time an abso-- 


lute absence of these goods would re- 
sult, and under these condition the 
market is far from a _ settled state. 
Zine dust has been advanced in price, 
owing to the unusual movement in 
spelter, but as the latter is quoted at 
lower prices for delayed delivery than 
for prompt shipment, it is not expected 
that zinc dust will remain at high 
levels through the year. Starch and 
dextrines were ‘easier this week, and 
lower prices went into effect in tthe case 
of each. A good inquiry for picric 
acid for export is reported, and there 
have been rumors of large sales to be 
sent abroad. There was a rumor cur- 
rent this week to the effect that cer- 
tain foreign powers were trying to 
get control of picric acid plants in this 
country. Detailed reports on the sep- 
arate articles of the local market are 
appended :— 

ALBUMENS.—Blood albumens are 
not active, and most sellers report only 
a moderate interest in these goods. 
Foreign grades of blood albumens are 
in moderate supply and are holding 
firm in price. There is a fair call for 
egg albumen, but sellers are holding 
stocks here and are able to make de- 
liveries regularly against contracts. 
Market prices are 30@35c. per pound 
for blood albumen and 50@55c. per 
pound for egg albumen. 


ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—AI- 
though there has been an embargo 
upon exports of aniline oil and salts 
from Great Britain, arrivals from there 
were noted at the local market during 
the week. There is very little ma- 
terial, however, to be obtained in this 
market, and trading is confined to a 
narrow basis because of this fact and 
also because of the high prices which 
are asked for whatever stocks are 
available. Quotations are largely 
nominal at 65@70c. per pound for both 
oil and salts. 

BICHROMATES. Bichromate of 
soda is holding a steady course and 
large consumers are withdrawing nor- 
mal amounts each month against con- 
tracts. Most of these contracts were 
placed at 4%c. per pound, though in 
some cases this price was dependent 
upon the consumer taking 300,000 
pounds as a minimum during the year. 
Present trading in bichromate of soda 
is largely of a jobbing character, and 


business is being done at 5c. per 
pound. Bichromate of potash has felt 
the effects of abnormal prices for 


muriate of potash, and with producing 
costs sharply advanced it is necessary 


that manufacturers should advance 
the price for the manufactured arti- 
cle. Present quotations are 15@lé6c. 
per pound. 

CUTCH.—Report from abroad says 
that cutch is holding steady, with no 
new developments, and this is also 
true of domestic markets. Consumers 
have been buying cutch in a fairly: 


normal way, and the quality of offer- 
ings is said to be good. Market prices 


are 5%@7c. per pound, according to 
grade, quantity and package. 
DEXTRINES.— There has been an 


easier feeling in the market for dex- 
trines this week, and all sellers an- 
nounced a decline of five points in the 
market prices. Demand has been mod- 
erate to light. Present quotations are: 
—Dextrines, $3.13 in bags, $3.24 in bar- 


rels; special dark canary dextrine, 
$3.28 in bags, $3.34 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.38 in bags, $3.49 in barrels;

MYRABOLANS.—Reports from €al- 
cutta say there is not much change to 
report under this head, rates are Rs. 
2-8 for No. 1 picked yellow heavy rough 
nuts, Rs. 2-2 for No. 2 brown heavy 
rough nuts, Rs. 1-14 for average quality 
mixed brown and yellow nuts of all 
sizes, and Rs. 1-7@Rs. 1-8 for No. 3 
dark hollow worm-eaten nuts of all 
sizes, respectively, per B. md., weight, 
loose, for near and early delivery. Aus- 
tralian Bhimries or small yellow nuts 
of almost uniform size are not offer- 
ing from this market in any quantities. 
New crop is coming in small lots here 
so far. 

Small quantities of myrabolans were 
received here this week. There has 
been a fair inquiry for supplies from 
the tanning trade since the war broke 
out. The shipping question is a factor 
in the market at present, as transpor- 
tation rates have been advancing. 
Market prices are held at $30@35 per 
ton, according to the grading of the 
nuts. 

PRUSSIATES.—There has been but 
little change during the week in the 
market for yellow prussiate of potash. 
Sellers have not been forcing matters, 
as most of them prefer to await more 
definite knowledge regarding future 
supplies of potash. Some sellers, how- 
ever, who have stocks on hand have 
been offering rather freely and some 
sales are said to have been made at 23c., 
with others asking up to 25c. per 
pound. The market is unsettled and 
will be more or less nominal until the 
question of raw materials is adjusted 
more satisfactorily. Red prussiate of 
potash is slow and is selling at such 
high prices that it is not attractive to 
buyers. Quotations are 45@48c. per 
pound. Prussiate of soda is in fair de- 
mand and some arrivals of foreign 
grades were noted during the week. 
Market prices for soda are said to have 
shown considerable variation, accord- 
ing to seller, and 13@1l5c. per pound has 
been quoted. 

STARCH.—The market for starch 
has been featured by an easing off in 
values this week and about the middle 
of the week a decline of five points 





was announced in all grades of corn 
starch.
